The score was 7-0. but through- 
out the cold, wet biowing after- 
noon, the Techs out-fought, out- 
charged, vut-though!, out-guessed, 
outplayed, out-hustled, out-footed, 
out-gained, out-lasted and out- 
scored the Dukes. 

The Dukes were heavy of foot 
where the Techs were as Jack Be 
Nimble, who broke into the Moth- 
e, Goose rhymes by jumping over 
a candlestick.

Cox and Moss quoted Ballard as 
saying he had been unable to de- 
liver the window and door frames 
which Lamar had requested in or- 
der to proceed with building, 

The bricks recovered, detectives 
said, were estimated in excess of 
30,000 and were valued at more 
"he detectives re- 
‘ported they had been watching 
‘growing stacks of bricks in front 
of the Lamar residence for several! 
weeks before receiving reports of 
stolen materials from Atlanta com- 
panies. 

Other contractors over Atlanta 
have reported similar losses, Cox 
and Moss said. They expressed 
belief that many new homes re- 
‘ecntly completed might have been 
built of stolen materials taken 
either directly from the manufac- 
turing concerns or pilfered from 
construction jobs, 

The bricks seized Saturday were 
enough to build a sizable apart- 
house, . detectives related. 
They said Lamar was owner of 16 
18 for-rent homes and apart- 
‘ment buildings adjacent to his 
home.

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Truman Council Scores Tax Cu 
Urges ‘Curbs’ for Europe Aid Plan 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 1—(UP) 
President Truman’s Council of 
Economic Advisers spoke out firm- 
ly Saturday against tax cuts and 
called for maximum Government 
economy and a wide variety of 
controls on scarce goods. 

If these steps were taken, the 
Council said — and “vigorous, 
courageous” action was impera- 
tive—the nation would be able t 
curb inflation and finance $8,000,- 
000.000 of aid to Europe under the 
Marshall Plan next year while 
American living standards -con- 
tinue to advance. 

Furthermore, it said, the United 
States could finance the $22,300,- 
000,000 asked of the entire West- 
ern Hemisphere over a four-year 
period, including the $8,000,000,- 
000 for the first year. 

Among the restrictions proposed 
‘ by the Council were selective dis- 
tribution of such commodities as 
food and steel to the most neces- 
sary domestic and foreign users, 
domestic allocation of scarce 
goods, greater and more aggressive 
use of credit controls, curbs on 
speculation, export controls, curbs 
on hoarding including ‘‘penalties” 
to discourage misuse of excessive 
use of scarce items. 

Its sweeping proposals were con- 
tained in a bulky report submitted 
to President Truman for use in 
preparing his recommendations to 
the special session of Congress 
Nov. 17 on the twin issues of high 
prices and foreign aid.

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 1—()—The 
male hormone testosterone is not 
much help to most men suffer- 
ing from mental depression and 
fatigue in middle age, studies at 
the Wahington University School 
of Medicine indicate, 

The studies were made under 
direction of Dr. Edwin F. Gilda€ 
professor of psychiatry, in an in- 
vestigation of the so-called change 
of life in men. 

This change of life in men does 
occur, but is rare, Dr. Gildae said. 
When men do undergo it, their 
bodies produce less testosterone. 
In such cases, they usually are 
helped by doses of the hormone, 
he added. 

But quite a few men upon 
reaching middle age suddenly be- 
gin to feel despondent and tired,

The 
studies here showed that there 


was not any lack of production of 


testosterone by their bodies, Dr. 
Gildae reported. 

Why the mental depressions oc- 
cur is an unsolved problem, he 
added, but there is no indication 
that it is due to change of life. 
The states of mental depression 
tend to run their course, ending 
in recevery in due time, whether 
or not the men are given testos- 
terone, he said, 

Most men with such ‘complaints 
had had similar attacks earlier in 
life, he continued. Extroverts and 
unusually active persons are more 
likely to develop these conditions. 

Women suffer mental depres- 
sions three to four times as fre- 
quently as men, and most of their

He 
declared that the importance of

The most effective treatment for 
mental depression in men and in 
women is electric shock therapy, 
Dr, Gildae said, Why shock works 
is not clear. Some cases of de- 
spondency due to extreme grief 
over loss-of a loved person do 
not respond so well to shock ther- 
apy. Also, 
tions which are not helped by 
shock may be confused with men- 
tal depressions. 

Electric shock therapy should 
be given only after psychiatric 
study indicates that the patient 
will be helped by this type of treat- 
ment, he said.

For Landings 
At 9 Airports | 


Nine instrument landing sys- 

tems, designed to insure greater 
‘Safety for air passengers during 
adverse flying conditions, have 
been establisued at Southeastern 
Sirports, and five others will be 
ready for operation in’ the near 
future, William “i. Robertson, Re 
gional Administrator of the Civil | 
Aeronautics Administration, re-| 
ported Saturday. 
Although the landing systems 
were established some time ago, | 
they will be used uniformly for 
the first time this year. Their ef- 
fect will be to lower the minimum | 
“ceiling” at which planes have 
been landing, and thus “step up” 
air commerce at airports where 
they are in operation, Robertson 
said. . | 
Airports already using the land- 
ing svstems include those in At- 
lanta;: Charleston, S. C.: Jackson, 
Miss.: Jacksonville: Knoxville, 
Memphis and Nashville, Tenn.; 
Raleigh, N. C.. and Tallahassee, 
Fia. Systems will soon go into op-: 
eration in Charlotte, N. C.; Tri- 
City, Tenn.; Meridian, Miss.; Bir- 
mingham and Tampa. 

A temporary instrument land- 
ing system has been set up in 
Homestead, Fla., for use as a prac- 
tice unit for airlines to indoctri- 
nate their pilots in-use of the sys- 
tem. Robertson said. 

CAA has been at work on the 
instrument landing systems for 10 
years, with World War II inter- 
rupting the program for a time. 
The Air Transport Association, 
which earlier criticized the pro- 
gram, now endorses the system as 
“excellent and highly satisfac- 
tory.” officials pointed out. 

The system consists of a local- 
frer. glide path, middie and outer 
markers, middle and outer com- 
pass locators, and an approach) 
“light lane,” all enabling the pilot.

Not only should the levy for the 
services be limited to those who 
benefit, but the charge should be 
uniform.

MOSCOW, Nov. 1—(INS)—Belief in God and re- 
ligious observances were banned for Communists Satur- 


Gay in a stern party reminder citing Premier .Stalin's 


stand favoring science versus religion. ' 

The Central Committee of the Young Communist 
Organization published its ruling in the youth news- 
paper Komsomolskaya Pravda and quoted Stalin as 
saying: 

“The. Party cannot be neutral regarding religion. 

“It carries out an anti-religious propaganda against 
all and sundry religious prejudices because it stands for 
science. | 

“Some party members have hindered the real de- 
velopment of anti-religious fropaganda. 

“If such Party members are excluded it i good, be- 
cause such ‘Communists’ have no place in the ranks of 
the party.” 

The Committee, in ruling against Communists going 
to church or having anything to do with religion, de- 
clared its job is to aid in eliminating “religious super- 
stitions.” 

It also told members that their duty is to stress that 
religion is contrary to science and a materialistic out- 
look. . 


The Committee severely criticized that attitude and 
declared: 

“It is considered impossible and impermissible for 
a Young Communist member to believé in God and 
observe religious rites.” 

The Communist blast at God and religion was issued 
on thé Feast of All Saints, a holy day for Roman Catho- 
lics throughout the world. 

Article 124 of the 1936 Soviet Constitution separates 
the church from the state and allows “freedom of re- 
ligious worship and anti-religious propaganda .. . to 
all citizens.” 

The question of religious freedom in Russia was one 
of the first points raised by Averill Harriman, then 
U. S. Ambassador to Moscow, when the Allied Anti 
Nazi bloc began forming after the Germans attacked 
Russia. 

A Soviet spokesman assured Harriman that religious 
freedom was allowed, but also “anti-religious propa- 
ganda.” 

Under the impact of the German attack a soft-pedal- 
ing of the Communist attitude on religion was apparent. 

On athei® publication was suspended and the gov- 
ernment was conciliatory to the Orthodox Church.

Navy Equips Jets With Ejectors 


WASHINGTON, —(NANA)— 
The U. S. Navy has ordered all its 
new high speed jet fighter. planes 
equipped with newly tested pilot 
ejection seats in a far-reaching 
move to cut down on pilot fatali- 
1T@s. 

The Navy has disclosed that its 
new 600-mile-an-hour fighter, the 
“Banshee,” already is in produc- 
tion with the new projectile cock- 
pit equipment. 

The planes equipped with ejec- 


gency, will go into the formation 
of the Navy's new carriér-based 
jet squadrons. 

“The ejectors will be a standard 
specification for all our future 
Navy fighters,” a Navy spokesman 
said. 

Although both’ British and 
American Air Forces have been 


experimenting extensively with:

was the first to announce that it

High ranking Navy officials 
said training tests convinced them 
that some device for bailing out 
pilots maneuvering in jet-propelled 
aircraft at speeds over 500 miles 
an hour was an “absolute necessi- 
ty.”

Attacks on the Vatican by the Russians were not 
resumed. during the war until Feb.’'1, 1944, when Hit 
ler’s star was setting.

Broadcasting 
To Start Soon

Those giant towers butting their noses into the 
sky out on Defoor’s Ferry Road are the directional 
antennae which will bring into your home the pro- 
grams of The Atlanta Constitution’s Radio Station 
WCON when the station goes on the air Dec. 15. 


Perhaps you would like to know something 
about them and about the rest of the transmitting 
plant of your new radio station, now in the final 
stages of installation. 


Well, as a starter, the towers are pretty high, 
as you well know if you have seen them. They rise 
387 feet into the air, taller than the highest At- 
lanta skyscraper. They are perfect down to the last 
bolt in their beams. 


The top of the WCON towers pop like whips, 
but there’s no danger of their falling. They're built 
to withstand a wind of 125 miles’ velocity. 


From the foot of each of the towers, radiating 
out like spokes in a wheel, are miles of buried 
copper cable; 35 miles of it in all. A huge tractor 
plowed the wire under. That’s a lot of wire, but it 
will come in handy once programs start beaming. 
The cables make up the ground for the antennae 
and a good ground means faultless radio reception 
in your living room. 


To provide an even more perfect ground, 
WCON selected a low, marshy site. Water, you 
know; is a good conductor of electricity and the 
wetter your locale the better your transmitting. 
The site of the WCON transmitting plant is plenty 
moist. It should—Peachtree Creek used to run 
through it. Engineers diverted the creek to put 
the transmitting station at the site. 


So the geography has even been changed in 
order that WCON can beam you faithful. reproduc- 
tions of speech and music. 


So much for the towers, which, by the way, 
radiate radio energy their full length and not just 
at the top. Now for the rest of the transmitting 
plant.

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A Good Grand Jury Report 


Presentments by the September-Octo- 
ber Grand Jury of Fulton County were 
important and represented much hard 
work and investigation. 


Many of the findings were especially 
gratifying to The Atlanta Constitution, 
confirming what our own investigations 
had previously revealed. 


The Grand Jury urged serious study of 
some plan which would enable the great 
metropolitan area, of which Atfanta is the 
heart, to eliminate overlapping services 
brought on by dual government. This 
newspaper supported annexation as the 
only plan offered. It was defeated, but 
the worst feature of the defeat was the 
apparent unwillingness of some out-of-city 
leaders to admit the welfare of all is 
bound up in the growth and development 
of Atlanta itself. By all means let a new 
plan be found. 


The Grand Jury urged, too, that all de- 
partment heads of the city now elected by 
the people, or appointed by Council, ex- 
cept the City Attorney and Comptroller, 
be appointed by the Mayor with approval 
of Council. 


This is not a new proposal. The 1940 
Atlanta Local Government Commission 
urged it. The March-April 1946 Grand Jury 
recommended it and Mayor Hartsfield ap- 
pointed a charter committee to study the 
plan. 


This plan would place upon the Mayor 
of Atlanta the responsibility for a satis-

sought for fire arms; that pawn shops 
and used furniture shops be more care- 
fully regulated; that investigation be made 
into the ownership.of liquor stores; that 
the sanitary collection system in~the coun- 
ty be revised, with no citizen of Atlanta 
being assessed any cost for it, and that a 
like revision of the fire department system 
in the county be effected, with no assess- 
ment against the city for county fire fight- 
ing. 

It is a fine report, and one which we 
intend to keep before the public.

Mr. Wallaces Atlanta Speech 


Mr. Henry Wallace, former Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States and later a Cabi- 
net member, will spéak in Atlanta on Nov. 
20 at the Wheat Street Baptist Church, a 
progressive Negro church with a splendid 
record of service. 

Mr. Wallace is this country’s most ‘con- 
troversial figure. This newspaper dis- 
agrees entirely with his political and inter- 
national policy.

This we oppose 
and condemn without reservation. It is a 
fuzzy, obfusecating policy which accuses his 
own country and Great Britain of impe- 
rialism when the record does not reveal it, 
but does reveal a very aggressive pushing 
of the old imperialism of the Czags by the 
Soviets. 

We hope all who wish to hear Mr. Wal- 
lace will go to hear him.

The Gallery 
And the Symphony 


In a way we are a curious people, thirsting 

after culture, hunting for it with a certain wist- 

“oe fulness through byways and hedges of book clubs 

and study groups. It has outraged us when, for instance, the late 

Charles Dickens visited our shores, put his cambric 'kerchief to his 

nose and departed hastily, with a sheaf of critical notes. We have 

grown red in the face and angry at Rudyard Kipling and at subse- 

quent lecturers from older Jands, where art and music and archi: 

tecture have come along as a part of the life stream of the people, 

who came to note our frontier manners, our spittoons and boast- 
ings. 

But, all this should not have worried us. The small town 
woman's club, which produced a lady who discussed the life of 
Shakespeare and his plays in 20 minutes, the small town music 
club which strained and scratched to get the guarantee for a small 
ballet company or a pianist or singer of ability, were sometimes 
paradoxical and amusing. But, they had their feet planted on 
the path, 

It is a good thing to know the best thoughts of men, to read 
and discuss, even for 20 minutes, the marvelous, fluid flow of 
Shakespeare's poetry, the majesty of it; the genius of its phrase- 
making. 


Culture The trouble is, we have made of our attitude toward 
things cultural a sort of defense mechanism. We did 
not know how to discuss painting and artists, and so we made fun 
of them. We did not know what the critics were talking about 
when they discussed the poetry of movement in ballet, the dramatic 
contrasts of swiftly-changing line of leg and thigh and body. 


And, as for music, it got itself surrounded by a horde of camp 
followers who tried to make it seem that one had to have some 
special sort of soul to appreciate and like a great symphony. This 
set of phonies, which may be found in any town, make a sort of 
cult out of music and therefore scare off from music a lot of people 
who otherwise would enjoy a symphony or a concert by a great 
singer if they did not think it necessary to sit with a rapt look 
on one’s puss and to go about at the intermission talking the pro- 
fessional jargon of the critics. 

All one needs to enjoy music is a pair of ears. 


. Ry attending, by reading, and by learning just a few 
Essentials elementals, one can enjoy music the more. By 
reading something about the composers, the singers, one can appre- 
ciate it the more. A book or so may be had for not more than $1.50 
which will supply most of this. 

The rapt look, the phony “oh’ing and ah’'ing,” and the talk 
about quality of tone, the social significance of the artists and so on, 
may be achieved, but it is as empty as froth on beer. Growth in 
culture is achieved, I think, in the manner in which Topsy devel- 
oped. Topsy “just growed.” So, I think, does culture. 


There must be certain agencies, or persons, to assist it along. ° 


Offhand, I. can think of no better agencies than the department 
stores of our town, and other towns. They have come to réalize 
that some of the best public relations grow out of things cultural, 
Hence, it seems to me that in recent years I have been going to 
department stores to see exhibitions of fine china; of paintings, of 
roses, of flower arrangements, of water colors, of interior deco- 
rating, and of old copperware and brass, And s0 on, 
The other day I went down to 88 Ellis St. to see 

The Gallery an exhibition of contemporary paintings. (O¢c- 
tober 1 to Nov. 30, 11 to 5, Monday through Friday of each week.) 

It has come quietly into Atlanta, has The Gallery, and it is 
somehow typical of us that we have taken it too lightly. We are 
too used to having our culture thrown at us in broadside’ and in 
great exhortations, that when a really fine art gallery opens its 
doors we keep waiting for the trumpets to blow and the sound 
wagon to start going up and down the.streets. 

This gallery is the product of Atlantans, but it is for the State 
and for visitors from everywhere. 


I respectfully suggest that there is now on exhibition the finest 
collection of contemporary paintings the South has ever had from 
the standpoint of selection and quality. Ten of the finest galleries 
in the East joined to send their treasures here, 

Art The names of the artists are those who dominate the con- 

temporary field of painting. The paintings are those which 
have won awards in exhibitions in New York, Boston and other 
large centers of the East. 

That such a gallery should come out of the cultural soil of 
Atlanta is, I think, significant. 

I note, too, that the Atlanta Symphony Guild, which has been 
working patiently and with not too much encouragement, has sold 
one-third of the Auditorium on a subscription basis, There will 
thing that has grown out of us, so to speak. It is made up of Geor- 
gians and its soloists will be Georgians. It is offering an oppor- 
tunity for young Georgians to become professional musicians. This 
is the third year, two having been spent in organization and training. 
Now it emerges professionally. 


May we note here that there are only 14 permanent 

Orchestra major symphony orchestras in the Nation, and that 
of these not one is in the South. Here we are building a major 
symphony. * 
If all those usually tiresome persons who are so quick to shout 
about their love of things Southern, would demonstrate it by vo 
porting art galleries and symphony orchestras instead of lynch- 
ings and the Ku Klux we would really make some progress. But,

Did they need a new city building—everyone in the city got 
together, chipped in and, first thing you know, the building was 
there. 

Did they need a fund for the welfare of the people, or for any 
specified worthy cause? They figured out what was needed, set 
a- quota, formed a campaign committee, everyone joined in and 
the money was on hand-in a few days.

I -won’t say it was because of his enthusiasm I did come to this 
city and settle down. Circumstances conspired to bring me here. 
For which circumstances I’m properly grateful. 

During the succeeding years I have watched the “graph” on 
the Atlanta Spirit. It has gone up and, to be honest, gone down. 
My work has put me in close touch with scores of those cam- 
paigns for the good of the city to which my old dentist friend 
referred. 

For the first years his report was proven true, time and again. 
Atlanta never, in those years, failed in any worthwhile undertak- 
ing she set out to accomplish. 

Through all the years of World War I this held true. Never 
a campaign, then, that did not see Atlanta go well “over the top.” 
Failure was unknown,

Years came, however, when conditions

years. And it came to pass that, on some campaigns, Atlanta fell 
short, did. not fill the quota, did not go over the top. 

There were several succeeding years when this city did not 
aubscribe in full to the neéds of the Community Chest. Many other 
cities succeeded, in those dark days, where we failed. 

Then, one year, there was a resurgence of the Atlanta Spirit. 
Atlantans determined, that yéar, that the period of failures was 
over, If my memory serves me correctly, Bobby Jones was chair- 
man for the campaign that year. And it was a success, The quota 


was not only filled, it was exceeded.

And Today whether the Community Fund quota will be 
filled. Tuesday is the day for final reports. The statistics, to this 
moment, are not encouraging. There will have to be a great surge 
of giving in the final hours of the drive if we are not to return to 
the apologetic, alibi-seeking atmosphere of those few depression 
years. 

There is no sense to it. Atlanta is more prosperous than ever. 
Atilantans can, if they will, fill the quota with ridiculous ease. All 
it needs is a gentle touch of that Atlanta Spirit of old.

Georgia’s schools. It is bringing the State from low in the educa- 
tional ladder into the upper brackets. It is forcing the candidates 
for Governor and the Legislature and other influential offices te 
pledge their aid for schools. But, from a politician’s viewpoint, the 
educational situation is a tar baby. The more a person promises 
and the more he does for the schools, the more he is asked te 
promise and the more he is asked to do. When a new crisis arises, 
the person is not allowed to rest on the laurels of his past friend- 
ship for the schools—he must produce again, and produce fast, or 
he will face the unpopularity of withholding funds from children, 


When the late Eugene Talmadge was ending his administration 
as Governor in 1942, he raised teachers’ salaries. When Ellis Arnall 
was finishing his term in 1946, he gave the teachers as a “bonus” 
a 50 percent pay raise. Now, with their own man in the Governor's 
office, so to speak (since Thompson is a career school man), the 
school people don’t let up with their pressure. He gave the 
department more money than it originally asked. Then when it 
said it would need nearly $2,000,000 more, he added this amount, 

If anyone thought the school people would be jubilant 


Jubilant over this additional grant, he was in for a 
The teachers applauded. But the school leaders cautiously said 
“we can get by on this amount for the fiscal year.” 


Dr. Collins, in his talk, gave the impression that the school 
leaders were not too happy over having to sign a pledge not te 
make new demands for funds this fiscal year, GEA leaders 
prepared a drive to pledge next year’s candidates on still greater 
appropriations for the schools.

Good Luck While the school appropriation has been increased 

150 percent since 1943 on a State income that is 
up only 70 percent, Georgia’s schools are still in need of ye 
ment. We wish the GEA good luck in pledging candidates for 
further aid. However, it is unlikely schools can get any larger 
percentage of the tax dollar than they are receiving today, Their 
hope lies in the work of the State Tax Revision Commission find- 
ing méans of increasing the tax dollars.

ONE IMPORTANT matter has not vet been decided and its 
discussion had led to strong words in the papers: shall or shall 
not the word “obey” be used in the marriage service? The revised 
form, issued in 1928, omits the word; but perhaps at this very 
moment the Princess and the Archbishop of Canterbury are having 
it out with regard to procedure. 


Last week a militant suffragette made headlines by de- 
claiming loudly at a meeting that “obey” should be omitted. 
Wouldn't the future Queen of England look pretty silly, she 
asked, obeying a mere consort? And supposing his wishes (or 
commands) clashed with those of the State! Wasn't the 
Queen's first duty to her country? Obey? A thousand times 
no, said the exponent of women's rights. 


That was her opinion and she would stick to it even if she were 
fined, reprimanded, or kicked out of her job. So far, no one has 
shown any desire to enforce such martyrdom on her. 


We have also been informed of some details concerning the 
royal procession. The bridegroom will arrive first and wait in 
the Poet’s Corner of the Abbey, calmly, we hope, and not biting 
his fingernails as some lesser grooms have been known to do. 
The Princess and her father will travel in the “Glass Coach” 
which is being oiled and polished up for the occasion. The Queen 
will go in another coach and Dowager Queen Mary in still an- 
other, leaving their respective residences at the same minute— 
which is 11:36, or 12:56, or something of that sort. 


SEATS for viewing the procession are advertised in The Times: 
“Few balcony window seats still available.”’ Prices are not quoted, 
but I am told on good authority that they go as high as $125 per 
seat. Yes, $125. 


The wedding in Westminster Abbey will, according to the 
Abbey's records, be the first of an heir to the throne within its 
walls. The first royal wedding there for hundreds of years was that 
of Princess Patricia, of Connaught, in 1919. 


Before that, one has to go back to Richard II, but he was king, 
not heir, when he married Anne, of Bohemia, in 1382. It is only 
thought, however, that he was married in the Abbey, for the rec- 
ords only state that he was married “in the church at Westminster.” 


So a precedent will be set by the young Princess when she 
arrives with her father, to the sound of a fanfare of trumpets, 
This and the two other fanfares to be sounded during the 
service have been composed for the occasion by Sir Arnold 
Bax, Master of the King’s Music.

The hymns chosen by the Princess for the ceremony are the 
Scottish metrical version of Psalm 23, ‘The Lord’s My Shepherd, I'll 
Not Want,” and, as opening hymn, “Praise My Soul, the King 
of Heaven,” which is by the author of “Abide With Me,” the Rev. 
H. F, Lyte, whose centenary falls on the wedding day. This 
hymn was sung at the wedding of the King and Queen.

But once more Enid warns her 
husband, against his orders, and when 
he slays these three also, she has 
seven horses to drive.

Tennyson omits one murderer from

number only for a brief moment.

They married in 
1924, four years after he received his 
A.B.. from Harvard. The marriage 
lasted 13 years, 

His second wife was Mrs. Lucy 
Bowditch Balch Twitchell, whom he 
won from his friend, Roger Thayer 
Twitchell, in exchange for Anne. 
Finally, there was Irena, the actress. 

Of them all, Gus told his friends, 
the one who influenced him the most

to Samuel «. Bushnell, around 1880. 
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was his doting Aunt Amy. 

She was his mother’s sister 
Gus was her favorite nephew. 

When she died in 1925 at the age 
of 51, she willed him her priceless art 
collection.

Aunt Amy presented to Gus an 
autographed copy of some of her 
verse on the eve of his wedding in 
March, 1924, to Anne Lackey. Anne 
was a prim Washington, D. C., ex- 
deb, with hair pulled tight at the baek 
of her head. ‘They had four children. 

After Putnam became trustee of 
the fashionable Browne and Nichols 
School in Cambridge, Mass., they met 
Roger and Lucy ‘Twitchell. Roger 
was headmaster of the school and 
both families were members of Bos- 
ton’s leading clubs. 

The four became inseparable and 
it was soon obvious that Putnam was 
attracted by pretty Lucy ‘Twitchell. 
Perhaps Amy’s early advice about be- 
ing unorthodox first gave him the 
idea of suggesting a wife-swap. 

One night he discussed it with 
Trvitchell. “I love Lucy,” Putnam 
confessed. “We want to be married.” 

“Anne and I are in love as well,” 
Twitchell replied. 

Both couples got their divorces in 


the summer of 1937. ‘The swap mar- 
riages occurred within days of each 
other the following summer. 

Meanwhile, the friendship between 
Putnam and “Twitchell became 
strained. Shortly after the divorces, 
School Trustee Putnam accepted the 
resignation of Headmaster Twitchell. 

This wasn't the first time Gus had 
distressed his family. While married 
to his first wife, he quit banking and 
his post as personnel relations direc- 
tor at Harvard to go into the leather 
and wood novelty business, 

Under the firm name of Fellow- 
crafters, Inc., Putnam put out handi- 
crafts for shut-ins and hospital pa- 
tients. His family considered such 
an occupation trivial. But in 10 
years Gus mushroomed his idea into 
a millionaire-dollar-a-year proposition.

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| MARRIED 
MY WIFE’

HYLLIS and I were married for the first time 
be in the old Church of St. Ethelburga the 

Virgin, in the City of London, one of the 
Oldest churches there. 

It is so old that no one quite knows when it 
was erected, but Henry Hudson and his crew took 
communion there before sailing for America, and 
it has survived both the Great Fire of 1666, and 
the air raids in the recent war. We chose it for 
our first wedding 19 years ago. 

It was, perhaps, aboyt 11 years ago, that things 
began to go wrong between us—or seemed to. 

There were some differences of belief, which 
loomed greater at that.time than they really 
were; a certain amount of third-party advice on 
how to deal with each other, most of it well 
meant and nearly all of it disastrous. 

Finally we parted in the spring of 1937; it 
appeared to be the’only possible action to take 
then if the lives of both of us were to be tranquil. 

It was effected with great regret. I was fond 
of my wife, and remained so, and she has since 
told me that there were qualities in me which 
she has always esteemed. 

We have one son, who was aged six when we 
left each other. There was no formal divorce 
pending then, though the possibility of one was 
under consideration. The boy was to stay for 
the greater part of his time with my wife, which 
was right-and proper for a child of his age. 

Some time later on we entered into a formal 
deed of separation. This document looked as 
though it gave permanency to our parting. I 
thought it was inevitably the prelude to a divorce, 
and I made up my mind to that effect. I settled 
down, in a lonely fashion, to write my books. 

Then the war came in 1939, and I, as an 
officer on the Reserve—for I had been a young 
soldier in the war of 1914-1918—was called up. 

In due course, in the spring of 1941—I was 
sent out to the Middle East, and found myself a 
Press Conducting Officer in the Western Desert. 
My work was to take over correspondents to see 
the war “as near as consistent with safety.” 

Out there I often felt a great sense of separa- 
tion. The desert is a lonely place; and the Medi- 
terranean route being temporarily cut, the 12,000- 
mile line of communication from England made 
it seem very far away from home, indeed. In 
addition to that there wag separation in spirit, in 
that there was no home waiting for me. 

I' had brought photographs of my wife and 
son with me, and I looked-at them many a time 
when I was alone, and sometimes cherished a 
faint hope that we might come together again. 

Eventually I was injured and invalided down 
to South Africa into the military hospital at 
Baragwanath. I was told that I should be sent 
home unfit for further active service. 

All this time, before the war in England, in 
Cairo and Alexandria on leave and then in South 
Africa, I had sought, as lonely men will, the com- 
pany of women. I met many charming and at- 
tractive ones, whose company I enjoyed. I ‘took 
them out and entertained them, but always there 
was a latent thought of my wife. 

There were no false pretenses about these 
occasions; none of my companions was left in the 
belief that I was a bachelor. Yet I was still con- 
sidering that a divorce would have to come. 

In 1943 I returned to England, and again saw 
my son. My wife I had now not seen for over 
five years. During the “blitz” on London, she 
had acted as an air raid warden, but when my 
son’s “prep” school was evacuated to Cornwall, 
she went downh there to be near him. 

They were still in Cornwall when I came back. 
I continued to see the boy occasionally, and then 
they moved. I did not know to what place, but 
I knew that arrangements could and would be 
made for me to meet my son when such meetings 
were due and convenient. 

In the early days of January, 1944, I was sud- 
denly posted to a garrison town in the South of 
England. On learning the place to which I was 
going I wrote to my son in care of an address 
I had been given in London, telling him where I 
was. A few days later in my new station I was 
rung up on the telephone. I lifted the receiver, 
a girl’s voice spoke. It was that of my wife! She 
asked me to come down and see her in the town, 
and I invited her to lunch in a local hotel. 

I greeted my wife when I saw her in the hotel 
lounge, with some shyness, but. with the manner 
of a man towards any woman with whom he is 
friendly. She looked just the same to me as she

had always been. We sat down to lunch and I 
learned that she was now on war work in the 
same town as that to which I had been sent! 

At the end of the meal she asked me if I would 
now agree to a divorce as there seemed no point 
in remaining married and parted, Approached 
like this I said immediately that I should. 

I learned afterwards that she had telephoned 
with some misgivings, several people having 


strongly advised her against meeting me, and say- 
ing that I should certainly be disagreeable.

Frieda Weltz shot and killed Francis Grace 
on Sept. 9, 1933, and for two months thereafter, 
one question kept popping up over the bridge 
tables in Burlingame and San Mateo, at cocktail 
parties in San Francisco’s fashionable hotels: 

“Why did she do it? What happened between 
them?” 

Frieda Weltz let the question go unanswered 
until she went to trial. 

When she was arrested a. few minutes after 
the shooting, she made one statement, without 
a sign of emotion. 


'M GLAD I did it,” she told the police. 

She was 43 by her own admission, and at- 
tractive, with her red hair and trim figure and a 
fascinating smile. But it was difficult to imagine 
a romance between her and the diminutive Grace, 
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i 
who spent half his time in his wheelchair. 

Frieda Weltz went to jail without bail, to await 
trial for first degree murder. 

She did not retain an attorney, but an attorney 
retained her. John Duggan flew out from her 
home town, Connellsville, Pa., and said he would 
be proud to represent her. 

“She saved the life of my son,” he said. 
“Shortly after his birth the doctors despaired, but 
she didn’t. We’ll have a defense.”’ 

Meantime, police of Santa Cruz and San Fran- 
cisco learned that Francis Grace had lived in the 
valley of fear for eight months before his death. 
Box hedges were supposed to have insured his 
safety in the garden of his Beach Hill summer 
home; the front of the house was burglar proof. 

In San Francisco he maintained a luxurious 
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suite of ten rooms atop the Alexander Hamilton 
hotel. At one time, the suite had been the late 
afternoon gathering spot for San Francisco soci- 
ety, but Grace had suddenly decided to make it 
a hermitage. 

A private elevator was installed. Duplicate 
keys were destroyed and only one set retained, 
the set that Grace kept on his person at all times. 
But death had overtaken him, anyway. 

When the case went to trial the first week in 
November, fashionable San Francisco formed a 
pilgrimage to the Santa Cruz courthouse, where 
standing room was at a premium. 

Frieda Weltz took the stand as her own star 
witness. Two months in jail had left her pale 
and haggard. She talked in a throaty monotone. 

As a registered nurse she was working in a 


San Francisco hospital when she met Francis -J. 
M. Grace the previous year, 1932. She became his 
private nurse after the first interview. 

The morning of June 9, 1932, he decided he 
had been drinking too much and it was time to 
“taper off.” 

Nurse and patient went to his commodious 
cabin up in the Santa Clara mountains. 

That night, before dinner, he opened a. bottle 
of wine and they drank to his recovery. 

“It must have had a drug in it,” the nurse 
said. “Because I lost consciousness. When I 
came to the next morning I knew something had 
happened to me and I asked him what he had 
done. He admitted having taken advantage of 
me.”’ 

Weeks passed and Frieda Weltz made a dis- 
covery that was quite serious for a woman of 43. 

“I told Mr. Grace about it and he was frantic. 
He said it would ruin him socially; that I must 
do something. I did. I took drugs which ruined 
my health but had the desired effect. Mr. Grace’s 
social position was secure.” 

After that, the witness went on, his attitude 
towards her changed abruptly. She could do noth- 
ing to please him. 

Finally, he dismissed her. 

“I could not bring myself to go home to my 
family in Connellsville. In my nervous condition 
I was sure my sin showed-in my eyes.” 

She wanted rest and medical treatment, the 
witness explained, but she had no money. One 


day she met Grace on the street in San Francisco 


and asked for help. 

“He sent me a check. I tore it up and mailed 
the pieces to him.” She never explained why she 
spurned the help after having asked for it. 

Then came the long period of brooding and, 
finally, action. 

“I decided to seek him out and, if he still 
refused to help me, to kill myself at his feet. I 
got a gun and went to see him at his suite in 
the Alexander Hamilton hotel.” 

But. somebody intercepted her before she could 
reach the penthouse and took the gun away. 

Came summer, and Francis Grace moved from 
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the hotel to the Beach Hills estate. Frieda Weltz 
watched him move. 

That week end, and every week end there- 
after, she drove down from San Francisco and 
rented a room high up in a hotel overlooking the 
Grace garden. From her room she observed his 
every movement. 

“Tf I had wanted to kill him,” the nurse con- 
tinued, “I could have done it on several occasions 
when I saw him leave the house—~—alone. 

“But I wanted to confront him when he was 
sober. When he would be mentally capable of 
knowing what I was doing. And why I was doing 
it. He was always drunk when I saw him leave 
the house.” 

All the afternoon of Sept. 9, she watched 
him in the garden and decided he was sober. 

She put the .32 in her handbag, left her hotel 
room, and entered the Grace garden through a 
concealed gap in the hedge. Grace saw her, she 
said, and came to the hedge to suggest that she 
go away and he would see her later. 

Frieda Weltz paced back and forth along the 
hedge for some ten minutes. Then she approached 
Grace, taking the revolver out of her handbag as 
she walked. 

That was when Grace opened his eyes in 
horror and, forgetting his. condition, started hob- 
bling towards the house. 

“IT did not aim at him,” the nurse concluded. 
“It was in my mind to kill myself, where he 
could see me do it. What happened after I drew 
out the gun I do not know.” 

Cross-examination didn’t shake her calm. Her 
story remained intact. 

Ten hours after the jurors had been instructed, © 
they returned the verdict: 

“Not guilty!” 

Frieda Weltz collapsed in the arms of her sis- 
ter, Meta, then took the first train to Connells. 
ville, Pa. San Francisco society went back to its 
bridge tables and its hors d’ouvres tables, to start 
a debate that would last all winter long. 

Did Frieda Weltz tell the whole story? Only 
two people had the answer. One was dead. The 
other, her lips sealed, went into retirement, far 
from the setting of the fantastic drama, Society 
and The Nurse.

LIB gallants who won fair 
maidens with false promises 
are as ancient as literature but

before. Oddly enough, the damsels 
who succumb are frequently neither 
lonely nor neglected but beautiful, 
pursued and worldly-wise. 

When Adele Caponigri, daughter 
of a Manhattan Municipal Court 
Judge, went to the altar, she thought 
she was marrying into one of the 
finest families in England. In an 
annulment suit in New York City the 
other day she said Donald Gilruth 
had told her his mother was an aunt 
of Queen Elizabeth, his uncle was a 
former governor of New Zealand who 
had bequeathed him a huge sheep 
ranch, that he himself was a graduate 
of Sandhurst, famous British military 
academy, and had been decorated for 
bravery as a major in the war. 

After they had béen married a 
while, she said her husband warned 
her during a quarrel that she’d 
better do what he said because he 
could leave her any time he pleased. 
She decided to do some checking and 
discovered, she said, that Gilruth had 
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been married in 1918 in London and 
apparently had never been divorced. 

She learned also, she told the 
judge, that her husband was not re- 
lated in any way to the British queen 
or a New Zealand governor, that he 
hadn't been an army major or the 
recipient of any decorations and that 
he was 48 years old.

“IT didn’t encourage his overtures,” 
she said, “but when I got back to 
New York after my vacation, he 
started a whirlwind courtship.

Bonnie quit work, furnished a 
small Park.

what was left of her savings and 
married Bill that New Year’s Eve. 

“He brought all of his worldly 
goods to the apartment in a.single 
valise,” she testified in applying for 
a separation. “Its contents consisted 
of some sheets, a pillow case, some 
towels, two sets of underwear and a 
pair of slacks.”

“Hie told me that he was a 
manager of an automobile manufac- 
turing plant in New Jersey, that his 
income was more than $250 a week, 
and that he had a substantial bank 
account.

OST modern mothetfs know, in 

a general way, that the first 

five years are the most im- 
portant ones in their children’s lives. 
It is during this period that the foun- 
dations must be laid for heaithy 
bodies, sound minds and pleasant 
personalities. 

Mothers follow what they believe 
is a proper routine to give their off- 
spring a flying start, but results are 
often unhappy. ‘Why? 

Several eminent American physi- 
cians and psychologists have found 
some of the many answers,to that 
important question. Their observa- 
tions have convinced them that a 
baby’s second year is the most 
crucial in its career—and that it is 
during this year that many mothers 
make serious mistakes. 

It is not enough, these experts say, 
to follow conscientiously a set pat- 
tern of feeding and bathing. Bahjes, 
it seems, have an instinctive knowl- 
edge of when they should eat and 
sleep (some pediatricians call this a 
baby’s “vital rhythms’”)—and they 
have surprisingly sensitive feelings. 

During the first year of its life 
an infant is passively dependent, but it 
is not inert in feeling or to be molded 
in any ‘way the older people decide. 
It has its own “rhythms,” which 
should be understood and respected— 
and it needs a lot of attention, ap- 
proval, and affection from those who 
take care of it, especially its mother. 

During much of its first year, a 
baby is a sleeping volcano of energy. 
In the second year, the little volcano 
becomes somewhat less dependent 
and begins to erupt. The occasions 
when it is misunderstood by older 
people increase. It is beginning to 
grow up emotionally and demands— 
and deserves—assurance and ap- 
plause. 

Dr. Marian C. Putnam, of the 
James Jackson Putnam Children’s 
Center, Roxbury, Mass., has reported 
some significant cases of babies being 
sickened through the mothers’ in- 
ability to understand the nature of 
infants in general, and their own in 
particular. 

There was an 11-month-old boy 


who was starved and anemic because. 


he had persistently refused food and 
had repeated attacks of vomiting. 
Medical examination showed no in- 
fection or organic disease, but the 
specialists at the Center had little 
difficulty in learning that he was a 
case of wounded feelings. 

The mother was closely questioned 
and confessed that she had 
not particularly wanted the 
baby, her third child. She 
gave him routine care, but 
in her attitude was some 
aloofness, even dislike, 
which the infant sensed. 

He showed no pleasure 
when she approached his 
crib—in which he lay with- 
gut any activity, unable -to 
lift his head or to roll 
over. Some people thought 
the child was mentally 
deficient. 

The _ physicians and 
nurses at the Center began 
to stop and play with him, pick him 
up and exercise him frequently. 
They fed hm only when he cried for 
nourishment. In two weeks he was 
able to sit up. He was walking at 
17 months. At the age of six, the boy 
went to school and did very well. The 
supposed “idiot” turned out to be a 
normally bright child. 

Little Henry was two years old, 
and acutely sick. He had severe con- 
stipation and wetted himself every 
ten minutes. If he was asked to do, 
or not do, something, he threw him- 


self down, banged his head against , 


the flotbr and screamed. He fought 
every routine of life, ate little and 
wouldn’t take a nap even when ex- 
hausted. 

Under the skilful care of the 
Center’s physician-instructor, Henry 
began to lose the deep feeling of 
anxiety which parental misunder- 
standing had developed in him. He 
was never scolded. In three months 
he was normal. Here was a baby on 
the way to madness, all because his 
parents didn’t understand him and 
were driving him against his own 
nature. 

More than anything else infants 
“revolt” over feeding. As Dr. Milton 
J. E. Senn, of Cornell Medical

College, says, “during the first year 
of his life a baby grows faster than 
at any other time; he doubles his 
birth weight in the first five or six 
months and triples it in the next five 
or six months.” 

X-ray pictures show that the im- 
fant stomach requires from one to 
four hours to empty itself completely 
of a feeding. ff a second feeding is 
forced before the stomach is emptied, 
vomiting, colic and loss of appetite 
result. But when babies were. given 
food on a standard four-hour schedule, 
there was a tremendous outcry frdm 
most of them. 

Unless the hungry baby was fed 

romptly, he exhausted himself yell- 
ng and developed a sense of anxiety 
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and insecurity. So, Dr. Senn and 
other authorities now believe that the 
baby himself is the best judge of 
when he is to be fed, depending on 
how long it takes to empty his par- 
ticular stomach. These natural hunger 
“rhythms,” at first quite wayward, be- 
come more regular as time goes on. 
On such a “Self-Regulated Sched- 
ule,”” a baby asks for, and gets, a 
feeding every three or four hours, 
now and then more 
frequently. 
But as much as 
food, an infant 
wants contact with 
its mot her—espe- 
cially if it is being 
breast fed, 


Dr. Benjamin M. Spock, of the 
Mayo Clinic, recommends the “room- 
ing-in arrangement,” now being used 
in certain lying-in hospitals in Detroit, 
New Haven and other cities. The 
baby’s crib remains in the mother’s 
room so she can learn his moods, and 
his “rhythms’—and feed him when 
he’s hungry. The father, and he 
alone, is allowed to visit often so that 
he, too, can learn what the new mem- 
ber of the family is like. 

Dr. Spock agrees with his col- 
leagues elsewhere in the country 
that baby’s second year is likely to 
be more difficult than the first, both 
for the mother and the child. It is 
then that the infant begins to be an 
active personality. He becomes: 
arbitrary in his appetite, as in other 
matters. The more the harassed 
mother bosses and tries to stuff into 
him what he won't have, the worse 
the child becomes, .He also wants to 
play and break everything in reach. 

Despite his persistence in doing 
what he is told not to do, and saying 
“No” to what he is asked to do, the 
two-year-old infant is dependent on the 
mother’s’ friendship and approval. 
“As he becomes more independent, he 
also becomes more dependent on his 
mother,” says Dr. Spock. 

The wise mother will meet the 
problems of that difficult and im- 
portant second year with intelligence, 
patience and affection for the sake 
of her baby’s—-and her own—physical 
and mental well-being. 


When Baby Won't Eat, 
lt May Be a Normal Sign 
That He's Growing Inde- 
pendent and Demands 
Assurance and Applause. 
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A Distinguished Scientist Explains Why 
the One Essential for Constructive 


“Faith Is Needed Between 
,,, Individuals and Between Na- 
tions."

VERY able soldier and statesman, recently 

returned from a mission to the war 

ravaged countries of Europe, was telling 
to a small group of us his impressions of the 
situation. 

He concluded his remarks by saying that the 
desperate need of these people can be summed up 
in three words: 

Food 

Fuel 

Faith. 

We may, he added, supply food and fuel 
through individual or national charity, but these 
will be only temporary and superficial expedients 
unless we can somehow also provide these masses 
of people with a basis for faith. 

This statement set me to thinking about faith: 
just what does it signify? The dictionary gives 
numerous definitions. 

Because of its prominence ’in religious doctrine, 
especially since the teachings of St. Paul, its 
meaning has probably been the subject of as much 
analysis and critical discussion as any word in 
our Janguage. 

But, from the layman’s viewpoint, I think 
that this statement by the soldier-statesman well 
illustrates the significance of: faith. 

Faith certainly includes hope. No one can have 
faith in a hopeless situation. Champions of the 
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“lost cause” or the “last stand’ may be actuated 
by qualities of courage, loyalty or fanaticism, but 
faith is’ not one of these qualities. 

The hope and desire for a good life is one of 
the ingredients of faith. 

But hope is not enough; there must be some 
reasonable basis of confidence that the things 
hoped for can be achieved...achieved by hard 
effort and sacrifice perhaps, but still possible of 
achievement. St. Paul must have had this in 
mind when he said: “Faith is the assurance of 
things hoped for, a conviction of things unseen.” 

Thus faith includes not only the emotional 
quality of hope, but the intellectual quality of 
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Action Is Faith 


belief and confidence. One cannot have faith in 
any person or in any cause if his judgment or 
experience tells him that the person or cause can- 
not be relied upon. 

Finally faith has the dynamic quality of impe!: 
ling action. Perhaps it is more accurate to say 
that the instinctive urge for survival and for a 
better life will find active expression if there is 
any reasonable basis for hope and confidence. 

Thus faith is the motive power for human 
achievement. It must have been with such 
thoughts in mind that St. Paul wrote: “...By faith 
Noah, being warned of God concerning things not 
seen as yet,...prepared an ark to the saving of 
his house...By faith he (Abraham) beeame a so- 
journer in the land of promise, as in a land not 
his own, dwelling in tents,” and outlined the early 
struggle of the Hebrew people as achieved by faith. 

The people of the ravaged countries of the 
world today must gain faith if they are not to 
sink still further into distress and social disintegra- 
tion. They must have some basis for hope and 
confidence, which will inspire them to work them- 
selves out of their present distress. If some such 
faith cannot be established, the alternative pros- 
pect is dismal indeed,—a substantial relapse, to- 
ward serfdom and brutality. 

We in America must have an active faith in 
the world-wide value of our way of life if we are 


to aid effectively in preventing such a catastrophe. 

I have used this example of the nature and 
need of faith because it is a present-day problem 
demanding our attention. It emphasized for me 
the fact that concepts like faith, religion or 
brotherly love often tend to become mystical and 
ineffective when we talk about them in the 
abstract. 

But their powerful significance stands out when 
we consider them in relation to concrete situations. 

This thought leads to consideration of other 
situations in which faith is needed. These situa- 
tions run the whole gamut of human problems, all 
the way from the relationships between in. 
dividuals, as in a family, to those between social 
groups and nations. 

To deal with all such situations successfully, 
faith is needed. If it does not exist, efforts must 
be made to establish it. There must, in the first 
place, be a desire or hope for a better situation. 
If this desire does not exist, the case is probably 
hopeless. 

Then there must be a reasonable basis for con- 
fidence that a_ satisfactory solution can be 
achieved. If this basis does not yet exist, the 
problem becomes one of research, design and 
planning in order to produce a plan that gives 
some basis for faith in achievement. 

And the final requirement is to work hard for 
the success of the plan, sustained by faith in it. 

To my mind one of our most insidious weak- 
nesses is the tendency toward cynicism which is 
sometimes a pose of sophistication and sometimes 
a product of age and hard knocks. Cynicism is 
the direct antithesis of faith, and it leads to de- 
feat and decay. 

To a considerable extent faith or cynicism is 
a habit of mind which may be emphasized or sup- 
pressed by conscious effort. 

As a scientist I know the creative value of 
consciously suppressing the tendency to. meet a 
new project with the feeling “it can’t be done,” or 
a new concept with the thought, “it isn’t possible.” 

It is always the optimists, albeit guided by 
knowledge and sensible caution, who get things 
done. 

So, whether it be for the ravished nations of 
Europe, or the welfare of our own country, or the 
relationships within a family, or the success of 
one’s work, one essential for constructive action 
is faith. 

If the elements of hope and confidence are in- 
adequate, a better basis for them must be sought. 

But in any case, if the objective is avorthy, the 
attitude of faith rather than cynicism will help 
mightily to achieve it.

F MEMBERS of Newport society 

were given to betting on people, 

instead of horses, a lot of them 
undoubtedly would have been con- 
siderably out of pocket when their 
own Princess Louise Astor Van Alen 
Mdivani became plain Mrs. Alexan- 
der Saunderson in a recent marriage 
ceremony. 

Even close friends of the 37-year- 
old widow had believed, until a few 
months ‘ago, when her engagement 
to the little-Known Englishman was 
announced, that Louise would eke out 
her life with the memory of her late 
beloved husband, Prince Serge Mdi- 
vani, as her sole romantic interest. 

Nothing, it had seemed, could heal 
the sorrow that descended on Louise 
11 years ago, as she knelt on a rain- 
drenched polo field at Palm Beach, 
Fla., beside the inert body of her 
Georgian Prince Charming—husband 
of only 36 days—and begged ambu- 
lance attendants to redouble their 
efforts to revive him. 

Only a few minutes earlier, Serge 
had been making a daring play. 
There was a head-on collision of 
ponies and the Prince and his mount 
went down together. As both strug- 
gled to rise, two iron-shod hooves 
struck Mdivani’s head. He slumped 
to the ground. 

Every effort was made to revive 
him, but it soon became apparent 
that in the twinkling of an eye his 
life had been extinguished; and with 
it the light from his bride’s life, for 
more than a decade. 

Yet this wasn’t the first time that 
tragedy had struck home for the 
great-granddaughter of Gen. James 
H. Van Alen, of the Civil War, and 
of the late William B. Astor. 

She met and married her first 
Prince, Serge’s young brother Alexis, 
when she was only 21 and together 
they sailed for Europe. 

There were money troubles within 
a year, it was reported at the time. 
On top of that, Alexis had met a 
lovely heiress friend of Louise’s 
named Barbara Hutton. Gossips said 
that Louise was grief-stricken when 
she went to The Hague and obtained 
a divorce, in 1932, after Serge, then 
the husband of opera star Mary Mc-

tween Alexis and his Princess. 

When Barbara didn’t marry the 
Prince right away there was more 
speculation, leading to the rumor 
that Louise might even remarry 
Alexis in time. Friends who knew 
her to be a ‘girl capable of sincerest 
devotion and unselfish love could 
only stand by and wait. 

While they waited, Barbara mar- 
ried and divorced Alexis, and in the 
summer of 1935 he was killed in an 
automobile accident in Spain. 

Louise grieved then for the ex- 
husband she never could quite forget, 
but Serge, who at the age of 30 had 
been divorced from both Pola Negri 
and Mary McCormic, devoted him- 
self to the task of comforting her. 

On Feb. 8, 1936, Louise married 
Serge, making herself a “double” 
Princess and, she thought, the hap- 
piest girl in the world. 

Serge had confided to his closest 
friends that in spite of two matri- 
monial failures chalked up against 
him he was determined to make this 
marriage a success. 

A brief yachting trip for a honey- 
moon, after the wedding which was 
far more sumptuous than Louise’s 
first, was all the time allotted to 
Serge, the living husband; 11 years, 


apparently, were given over to devo- 
tion to his memory. 

After a brief interval of stoicism 
the bride gave way to overwhelming 
sorrow. 

Serge’s body was sent home to 
Newport for burial in the Van Alen 
plot in Berkeley Memorial Cemetery. 
There Louise reportedly ordered two 
graves dug side by side. 

“The other will be 
cried, but eventually she 
suaded to have it filled in. 

A shrine, said to have cost $20,000, 
was erected and bears the _ inscrip- 
tion, “My Adored Husband, Prince 
Serge Mdivani, 1904-1936. His Wife, 
Louise, Everlasting Love.” 

Dressed in black, the young bride 
visited the grave each day and or- 
dered that fresh cut flowers be put 
on the plot daily.

Ap- 
parently he had been adjudged not 
guilty by the girl who tried so hard 
in her early years to find happiness, 
but who always seemed stalked by 
tragedy. 

Whether or not Louise was as 
completely forgiving of the girl who 
won her “first husband, a strange 
coincidence resulted in the Van Alen 
heiress inheriting some of Barbara 
Hutton’s wealth. 

This came about through the es- 
tate of Alexis, including what was 
left of Barbara’s settlement on him. 
Serge was named in Alexis’ will as 
recipient of most of his fortune, and 
Serge in turn left the major share 
of his worldly goods to Louise, in- 
cluding what he had inherited from 
Alexis. 

Since Louise is a wealthy girl in 
her own right money probably means 
little to her, but she finally seems to 
have made up her mind that happi- 
ness is important. 

The awakening may have come 
several years ago when Louise made 
a surprise visit at New York’s Stork 
Club and, according to other social- 
ites present, danced the rhumba in 
her stocking feet. Such hi-jinks had 
no strong appeal to her, however. The 
performance was not repeated.

T wasn’t the time for James Dulaney to die. 

He was only 22. He was intelligent, handsome, 

stor ry Fag his chosen profession——which 
happened to prize-fighting. He called himself 
“Jimmy Doyle.” But perhaps it was best that 
he never again became conscious after that pul- 
verizing punch exploded against his jaw as the 
seventh round was ending. His brain would have 
been sick forever. 

He was already fatally injured when the back 
of his head crashed against the canvas ring with 
a hollow thud which sent shudders through the 
hardened watchers in the ringside seats. 

Further back in the arena, the kill-maddened 
mob was screaming acclaim to the great cham- 

ion, Sugar Ray Robinson. They did not know 
t yet, but this time their hysterical shouts of 
“Kill him, Ray!” had been answeréd. Jimmy 
Doyle was going to die. 

Tense at the microphone, the veteran observer 
Bill Corum told hundreds of thousands: “I’m 
awtully afraid there has been a tragedy here 
tonight.” He sensed what had happened. 

As usual, the persons responsible for the death 
of Jimmy Doyle were absolved of all blame. Ray 
Robinson, the welterweight king whose smashing 
fists had sent Doyle to his last defeat on earth, 
was still champion. Promoters continued to make 
preposterous mis-matches, gambling cynically 
with death and insanity for the losers. 

Boxing commissions, politically appointed and 
cravenly spineless in their negligence, continued 
to be more interested in reserving their own ring- 
side seats than in preserving the mental and 
physical health of the fighting men whose efforts 
made their soft-touch jobs possible. 

Doyle’s story smeared boxing’s already sordid 
reputation in new disgrace on the front pages 
from coast to coast. Only 15 months previous to 
the fatal night of June 24, 1947, Doyle had been 
knocked out in the same arena by Artie Levine. 

As if in preview of what was to transpire when 
Doyle met Robinson, he had been carried on a 
stretcher from his encounter with Levine, suffer- 
ing from a crippling, but not quite fatal, brain 
concussion. . 

He rested nine months, applied for a license 
in California, and was barred for life in that state 
because of his medical history. It was a sane 
decision, which should have been made national. 

However, Paul Doyle, ay ex-fighter, and his 
manager brought Jimmy back east, matched him 
with a fourth-rate and harmless trial horse named 
Mayon Padlo, then tossed Jimmy in with Sal 
Ritchie, “to find out if Jimmy could stand up 
under a right-hand punch.” 

Jimmy didn’t die after being’ hit with a number 
of rights in this gamble with Fate. He went on 
to outpoint Ralph Zanneli and Dan Kapilow, 
knocked out George Smith, and was booked with 
the murderous Ray Robinson. 

The Cleveland commission, which should 
have Known even without medical advice, not 
to court trouble with the mentally sick boxer, 
was urged privately. by its medical adviser 
not to let Doyle fight. The warning went 
unheeded. 

One of the Cleveland newspapers cam- 
paigned strongly against the dangerous 
match. But a prize fighter’s life didn’t weigh 
much against a politically influential pro- 
moter’s chance to make some money, so 
Jimmy Doyle was sacrificed on Pugilism’s always 
blazing altar of greed. 

Official reports spread the whitewash wherever 
it was needed and the Doyle case was marked 
closed in Cleveland. There is no reason to believe 
that the circumstances which resulted in the 
death of Doyle will not be deliberately repeated 
time and again in Cleveland and all the other 
boxing arenas of the country. In fact, few fights 
shows have ever taken place in which at least 
one of the contests was not a cruel and dangerous 
mis-match, with tragic death or lingering insan- 
ity the only alternative for the weaker boxer. 


ITHIN less than two months after Doyle’s 

death, the tragedy was re-enacted. Glenn 
Newton Smith, of Philadelphia, was fighting Sam 
Baroudi, of Akron, Ohio, in a middleweight bout 
in North Adams, Mass., on August 15. 

In the*eighth round, Smith found the going 
hard. He was down at the bell. In the ninth, he 
went down quickly for a count of nine. He was 
hardly up when Baroudi landed a terrific blow 
to his jaw. He fell on his head, and that was the 
end of the fight, and the world, for Smith. 

He never fully regained consciousness, and he 
died of a cerebral hemorrhage the next day. 

(In an early issue, The American Weekly will 
discuss the destruction of men’s minds by the 
boxing racket.)

A general letdown in standards brought about 
by the war and the ever-growing underworld con- 
trol have the “manly art” hanging on the ropes 


in danger of a knockout wallop. Unless the 
better elements in the business join forces and 
clean house thoroughly there may be a_ public 
reaction powerful enough to outlaw this popular 
form of entertainment which has degenerated 
into a racket. 

In New York, boxing’s capital, the District 
Attorney’s office made an exhaustive investiga- 
tion of conditions in the fight game and found 
that many of the leading boxers were controlled 
by a criminal element which operated behind the 
scenes and was responsible for glaring form re- 
versals in bouts suspected of being arranged for 
betting coups. 

As a result of the unsavory tie-up between 
the underworld and politics, even the most ele- 
mentary,safeguards have been ignored and boxers 
unfit to be in the ring have been permitted to 
continue fighting at the risk of their lives. 

+ + * 

Doyle was the only boxer of national promi- 
nence-to be killed in recent months. The balance 
of nearly 20 who have died since the beginning 
of 1946 were those pitiful incompetents of the 
preliminary .bouts. ‘Their dying aroused only 
local comment; their tragedy was important only 
to their immediate families and dependents. 

Ring history, however, lists many prominent 
cases, all bearing the same overtones as the Doyle 
death—-greedy promoters, negligent commissions, 
quick forgetfulness by the fans who continue to 
make boxing one of the wealthiest rackets—for 
a few shrewd and heartless men.

Ernie Schaaf of Boston might be alive today 
had he been forced to retire after Max Baer hit 
him so hard in the last few seconds of their bout 
in Chicago, in August, 1932, that he was uncon- 
scious for more than an hour. 

The blow damaged the brain tissue so seriously 
that when Schaaf met Primo Carnera in Madison 
Square Garden the following February, an ordi- 
nary left jab from the notoriously light-hitting 
Italian giant knocked him unconscious. 

Because Primo and Ernie were fighting for 
the right to met Jack Sharkey for the title and 
Sharkey was Schaaf’s stable-mate, the crowd 
booed this fishy looking denouement. But there 
was no booing when Ernie died the next day. 

Max Baer was also credited with pole-axing 
Frankie Campbell into Eternity in California back 
in 1930. Frankie, brother of Dolf Camilli, the 
ball player, had resumed fighting after having 
quit the ring because of head injuries. 

Lou Ambers the lightweight: champion, who 
wasn’t much of a puncher, had to take the blame 
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for Tony Scarpati’s death in a Brooklyn ring 
back in 1936 because the fans on hand that night 
saw Lou land a blow that felled the boy but didn’t 
see the many punches thrown by other fighters 
which had injured Tony’s brain tissue long before. 
Punch-drunk wrecks who will wind up in in- 
sane asylums or morgues when that one blow 
too many finally lands are passed as fit by boxing 
commissions appointed to guard the interests of 
the public and the fighters but who almost always 
get around to thinking that their first duty is 
to protect the promoters. | 
Somehow, most of these officials feel that to 
cancel a match because one or both of the con- 
testants are unfit is “hurting the game.” 


Hardly ever does a boxing commission doctor 
refuse to pass a fighter. Yet, night after night, 
boxers appear,on cards, more often than not in 
main bouts, whose only virtue is the negative 
one of being docile knockout victims. 

Once, matchmakers used to strive to pair boys 
of equal ability. 

Now the art has degenerated into picking soft 
touches for built-up headliners whose synthetic 
reputations must be protected at all costs. 

During the war, anyone who could wear trunks 
and hold up his hands was eligible to box in the 
best clubs. Talent was so scarce that third- and 
fourth-raters became headliners. 

This state of affairs grew worse and worse as 
the war wore on and finally, when peace arrived, 
standards had sunk so low that there didn’t seem 
to be any hope of ever remedying the situation. 

Criminal elements, always present in boxing, 
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had taken control and operated with brazen con- 
tempt for authority. Racketeers fixed important 
fights and cleaned up heavily betting? on their 
sure things. 

The Jimmy Doyle tragedy, which happened 
when the Grand Jury was completing the first 
phase of its investigation of the New York boxing 
racket, touched off a wave of public anger against 
conditions in this grossly commercialized sport. 

Another shocking incident that showed how 
cheaply the boxing racket holds a human life 
was the death of Benny Leonard in the ring of 
the St. Nicholas Arena in New York while he was 
refereeing a bout one night last April. 

Ringsiders saw Benny clutch at his throat, 
then open his shirt collar as he prepared to fin- 


ish an exhausting night’s work by _officiati m 


the last bout of a 38-round card. 

A minute later, the great lightweight champion 
of a quarter century ago toppled over dead in 
the ring, a victim of coronary thrombosis, and 
the crass commercialism of the prize ring which 
puts the saving of $50 for a fight promoter above 
concern for a human life. 

For years it has been obvious that asking a 
referee to handle an entire boxing card was in- 
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viting tragedy. But, although warning after 
warning was given when middle-aged referees 
collapsed in the ring, nothing was done to remedy 
the situation until one of Boxing’s immortals 
showed he was mortal, too. 

A prize fight often takes more out of the 
referee than it does out of the principals. The 
fighters are trained for their work and they fight 
only one bout. 

The referee is usually an ill-conditioned man 
with the bulging waistline, eroded arteries and 
damaged heart of middle age. 

Yet, though the exertion of handling even one 
bout is usually enough to tax the strength of all 
but the youngest official, young and old are com 
pelled to work an entire card, often totaling 40 
rounds of boxing, at all clubs in New York except 
Madison Square Garden. 

There was no excuse for this. All New York 


clubs were prospering. Elsewhere throughout 
the country, at least two referees were assigned 
to every card. 

But the Empire State which likes to think it 
leads the world in matters pertaining to thé ad- 
ministration of Boxing stumbled along blindly in 
the Stone Age of fisticuffs so that boxing pro 
moters wouldn’t have to pay the $25 or $50 fee of 
a second referee. 

In most other states, the complaint of the 
promoters has been that the Boxing Commissions 
foisted too many referees on them to provide fees 
for political appointees. 

Now that Benny Leonard is gone beyond re 
call, the situation has been remedied. 

The death of Mickey Donley, former boxer, 
while refereeing a card in Jersey City three years 
ago, naturally had no effect on New York. 


ICKEY, apparently a _ well-conditioned man, 

was in his early 40s and ever since he had 
retired as a professional boxer a decade before, 
he had continued to exercise regularly. 

Overexertion for a man approaching middle 
age probably weakened Mickey’s heart to the 
point where only the additional strain of handling 
an extra-hard match was needed to kill him. 

That tragedy led John Hall, then New Jersey’s 
Boxing Commissioner, to institute sweeping re- 
forms in his state. First he made a rule re- 
quiring .all referees to submit to a cardiograph 
once a year when applying for their licenses. 

Next he ordered every referee to submit to 
the same physical checkup before a fight that 
is required of the boxers. A minimum of. two 
referees is assigned to every card. 

If Boxing Commissions were susceptible to in- 
fluence by shocks of less than earthquake in- 
tensity, the death of Chuck Oldis after a night’s 
work at St. Nicholas Arena back in 1933 might 
have started the wheels of reform in motion. 

Chuck was a semi-pro baseball umpire, boxing 
referee and sports announcer. On the-night in 

question, he announced the card 
of bouts at the weekly St. Nich- 
olas boxing show and was stricken 
with a heart attack in the ring 
and later died. 

That should have taught the 
Commission that all ring officials 

even announcers, who have to 
exert themselves considerably 
should be compelled to take a 
physical examination before par- 
ticipating in a boxing show — but 
it didn’t. 

Not even when Harry Ebbets, a 
husky ex-boxer in his late 30s, 
collapsed at the Ridgewood Grove 
Club in Brooklyn one night while 
carrying the burden of refereeing 
an entire card, did the New York 
Commission do anything to remedy 
the situation that was leading up 
to Leonard’s death. 

Then there was the warning that 
came when Arthur Susskind, who 
had won fame as a boxer under 
the name of Young Otto, slumped 
to the convas at the Fort Hamil- 
ton Arena in Brooklyn. 

He exercises daily and his fig- 
ure is as trim as in the days when 
he was known as the hardest hit- 
ter in the ring for his weight.

But, like so many other old-time athletes, 
Susskind probably doesn’t realize that exercise 
can be more harmful than beneficial at his age. 

After this warning, Susskind decided to confine 
his future activities in boxing to the role of judge. 

Benny Leonard may have weakened his heart 
during his comeback campaign in the early 1930s 
when he was forced to return to the ring to recoup 
a fortune lost in the stock market crash. 

During the late war, he got back into uniform 
and again faced the deadly grind of physical 
exercise at the U. S. Maritime Academy. 

After the war, Benny decided he had had 
enough exercise to last him for the rest of his 
life. He suffered a leg injury in an accident 
several years ago and slowed up his activities. 
He let the waistline develop to beer barrel cir- 
cumference. The combination of excess weight, 
the exertion of trying to handle an entire hoxing 
card alone and lack of official concern for the 
physical welfare of referees proved his undoing. 

While the public was still shocked over Leon- 
ard’s death, boxing promoters were glad to pay 
the fee of an extra referee and keep quiet about 
it. Now, however, the racket’s contempt for 
human life whenever the dollar is concerned is 
manifesting itself again as the promoters squawk 
like stuck pigs over having to pay two referees. 

These are the same promoters who would now 
be bidding for Jimmy Doyle's services had he 
survived his second ring mishap in Cleveland.

“Of course, he may live in a city 
slum and have an income which 
doesn’t provide too much for hobbies.

Sometimes, when his office is crowd- 
ed with students and work is impos-

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A Caravan Returning to Gold Canyon From California—Some 
Who Came Back Had Been Digillusioned With Their Luck Beyond 
the Sierra; Some Were Lawbreakers; Some, Gamblers.

IKE a benevolent eccentric trying to give 

away $10 bills on the sidewalk, the Comstock 

Lode had to wait a long time to find people 
willing to share her fabulous wealth. 

Thousands scurried past this queen of the 
bonanzas. A few paused to pick at her golden 
toenails, then hurried westward to the Promised 
Land of the prospector—-California. They had 
no time to waste on Nevada’s Sun Mountain, 
whose veins were swollen with millions in gold, 
and hundreds of millions in silver. 

Ironically, when the great lode was “dis- 
covered,” it was named in honor of a man wno 
didn’t know what a good fhing he had, a man 
who gloated when he sold his holdings for $11,000, 
only to kill himself a year later when it dawned 
on him that he had duped himself out of millions. 

Nor did the real discoverers live to reap the 
reward. The brothers Grosch, sons of a minister, 
died before the Comstock Lode founded famous 
fortunes, helped keep the Union intact, gave to 
the world of commerce a new communication 
system and to the world of letters a new treasure 
‘—Mark Twain. . 

Some reports have it that gold was found in 
the canyon dropping from Sun Mountain to the 
Carson River as early as 1849, the big year of 
the California discoveries 150 miles west, beyond 
the high Sierras. 

But the “showing” didn’t cause appreciable 
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comment until 1850, when Mormons and mer- 
chants, farmers and financiers, halted long enough 
to pocket nuggets as souvenirs—-and scampered 
on to California. 

They gave it the name Gold Canyon and 
promised themselves they’d come back, some day. 

Some did come back, earlier than they had 
planned. The law in the mining camps of those 
days was pretty wobbly and erratic, but there 
was one unwritten statute invariably obeyed: 

Killing a man might seem necessary at times, 
but. the killer must leave the community. For a 
while, anyway. 

Not all of those who returned to Gold Canyon 
were obeying that law. Some were respectable 
citizens, already disillusioned with their luck in 
California. Some were gamblers, who made their 
headquarters at Hall’s Tavern, on the immigrant 
wagon road and the Carson River. 

And some were lackadaisical prospectors who 
knew gold when they’ saw it, but couldn’t recog- 
nize other minerals. One of these was a man 
named Henry T. P. Comstock. He said the 
initials stood for Thomas Paige, that he was the 
son of a big man back in Cleveland but he himself 
had-been up in Canada for “quite a spell.” 

He had a flock of sheep when he arrived on 
the scene, but he left them to shift for themselves 
almost immediately, and took up gold mining. 

Comstock and his fellow miners, all amateurs, 
working a few hours a day, should have been 
happy. They were making, with. little effort, 


hs 


more money in a day than any of them had ever 
made in-a month. But they grumbled. The gold 
in the canyon wasn’t comirg out like “free gold.” 

It was interlaced with and locked in a bluish 
alloy, which increased in amount as they worked 
up the canyon. 

The so-called miners cursed the “Devil’s Dirt” 
and threw the blue alloy away. ‘They might as 
well have thrown away money by the fistful. 


NE night in Eilley Orrum’s boarding house, 
Eph Eaton sounded the keynote: 

“Boys, I’m getting out of these diggings. No 
sense in a man breaking his back for nothing. 
Gold from these parts is liable to go down to $5 
an ounce. I got $11 for the last shipment to 
Hangtown and it used to be $15. All on account 
that blue devil stuff is ruining the value. Cali- 
fornia gold is still up.” 

“You going back to California, Eph?” some- 
body asked. 

“Not for a spell. Reckon I'll head south.” 

Others joined him but Henry Comstock elected 
to stay. He had no place to go particularly.

Besides, he was working on a project of his own. 
He had sent a sample of the blue alloy to a 
Sacramento assay office to see what it was.

information. In California they were familiar 
with gold, but nobody placed this alloy. 

Comstock went on digging and cursing the 
stuff that got in the way of gold, and the camp 
of Johntown gained two new residents in 1851. 

They arrived quietly. They lived and worked 
quietly. The Grosch brothers, Hosea and Allen, 
never had anything to say to anybody, except to 
each other. 

Comstock and the others in the camp stared 
and then sniggered as the young brothers un- 
loaded their saddle bags. 

Books! And little crocks and something that 


looked like a stove but wasn’t big enough to cook 


a batch of pancakes on! 

Days, while the old timers dawdled in their 
diggings, the Grosch brothers went exploring 
higher and higher up the canyon. Nights, when 
the other citizens gathered around Spafford Hall’s 
gambling tables, the brothers were studying. 


The books had to do with metallurgy and as 
they read, the young men handled the samples 
they had taken out of Gold Canyon that day. 

Their first test with nitrie acid showed---if the 
textbooks were correct——that there was silver in 
the Devil’s Dirt! No startling amount, but 

The brothers were patient ,as they followed 
their long range plan. They Would need money 
to develop their claims. In the summers they 
worked up the canyon, extracting gold “for living 
expenses.”” Winters found them in California, 
working and saving. * 


T wasn’t until late in 1855 that they reached the 

richest part of the lode, high up on Sun 
Mountain—-and what they found there made them 
tremble at first, and renew their vow of silence. 
They had the secret of the mountain! 

Again, that winter, they left the canyon to 
form their company. Gravely, and at great length, 
they debated the merits of those who should be 
permitted into “the company.” 

Solemnly and with great dignity, the two 
brothers would approach the fortunate candidate 
—only to be laughed at. 

“No sirree, Bob! Not me, boys. I got a few 
thousand to invest but not in that canyon. Price 
of gold over there has been dropping steady. 


Find another spot and come back to see me.”. 


They didn’t need much, The price of a horse, 
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some machinery, and wages for unskilled labor. 
This in return for millions of dollars. 

The last candidate interviewed was George 
Brown, station master of Gravelly Ford on the 
Humboldt River. He didn’t laugh. 

“I've got $600 saved up. Will that help?” 

The boys nodded eagerly. 

“Reckon you won't need it till next summer,” 
Brown said. “I might have more by that time.” 

The brothers went back to the cunyon, explon 
ing crevices and ledges no white man had visited. 
They traced veins, marked locations, made charts 
and maps, and then took their samples back to 
the cabin for more study and more assays. 


HEY were too busy that summer to remember 

that George Brown hadn’t sent his $600, but 
they didn't worry. So long as it was promised, it 
was secure, Besides, there was more exploring to 
be done, to make sure they had the right lode. 

The summer of 1857 saw their savings gone. 
The Grosch brothers wrote Brown an urgent letter. 
(;eorge wrote back that he was selling out; that 
he had more than the $600 to invest. 

“Hooray!” Allen” shouted. “Our fortune’s 
made!” 

lie sat down to write the good news, and the 
fabulous result of their last assay, to their father, 
the Rev. A. B. Grosch of the Universalist Church 
at Utica, N. Y. 

Fate, or the Curse of the Comstock, went,into 
action. In the form of a pickaxe, it struck Hosea, 

Hosea laughed at his “wound,” where the pick 
had grazed his foot. Then the infection spread 
and Allen put him to bed and took over the 
nursing job until old Henry T. P. Comstock 
happened by. 

Although he had exchanged only a few words 
with the brothers since their arrival six years 
earlier, Comstock was given to speculation as to 
their secret activities up the canyon. In addition, 
he was friendly by nature—at the time. 

“You go on up to your diggings,” he told Allen. 
“I'll take care of this young feller, there being no 
doctor this side of Hades.” 

Henry Comstock was at the bedside when the 
news came that Fate had struck a second time. 

Over at Gravelly Ford, George Brown had 
been murdered. The murderer had taken his sav- 
ings, the $600, that was to develop the claims! 

Hosea Grosch didn’t survive the blow for long. 
He died, presumably of lockjaw, In two weeks, 

It took Allen Grosch several days to pull him. 
self out of the numbness of his shock and grief. 
Then he decided that he, the only living possessor 
of the awesome secret of the lode, must carry 


‘on the project. He must head westward, to Cali- 


fornia, to interest new capital, to form a company 
to take the place of the one he and Hosea had 
planned these many years. 

Winter was coming and the pass over the 
Sierra would be dangerous. 

He put some of his samples, books, notes and 
sketches of the claims in a lockbox and shoved 
it under the bunk that used to be Hosea’'s, Then 
he made his proposition to Henry Comstock. Com. 
stock was to live in the cabin, guard its contents, 
until Allen could return from California. 

In return, Comstock was to get a quarter 
share of the claims. 


Cre Henry didn’t take the value of the claims 
too seriously. But it was the best cabin in the 
canyon, with plenty of grub. And he had nothing 
else to do. They shook hands and Allen headed 
west into the November snow. 

With him went his employe, young Richard 
Bucke, who had not been told of the secret of 
the lode. ‘They hoped to make Mud Springs, in 
iE] Dorado County, California. * 

A month later. miners near Last Chance in 
Placer county, heard whimperings in a snow drift, 
found the two young men attempting to crawl on 
arms and Jegs that were haltf-frozen. 

Allen Grosch died without regaining complete 
consciousness. Miners saved Richard Bucke's life 
with crude amputations of the legs. He told 
them this much: 

One time during the tragic journey over the 
Divide, Allen Grosch fumb'ed under his shirt and 
brought out a packet containing-samples, assay 
books and complete descriptions of his claims 
including the location of the great lode. He put 
the package under a fallen tree, which he marked 
with his knife so “I can find it when we start 
for California again.” 

Richard Bucke refused to go back to look for 
the tree. He went home to Canada. 

Hienry Comstock, informed of Allen’s death, 
acted in his capacity as partner and opened the 
locked box. in the cabin. The charts and notes 
meant nothing to him, and as for the samples: 

“Same damned old blue stuff,” he said, and 
went back to leisurely prospecting. 

Back in Utiea, N. Y., however, the Rev. Grosch 
reread one of Allen’s last letters, explaining that 
his father had become a partner after Hosea’s 
death. But the letter.contained something else: a 
passage that would have sent thousands of ex- 
perienced miners swarming up and down. Sun 
Mountain, burrowing into its sides. 

The assay of the last sample, Allen wrote, 
showed more than $3,000 in silver and $1,500 in 
gold—per ton! More than $2 a pound Devil's Dirt. 

Back in Washoe, later to become the state of 
Nevada, the Comstock Lode waited—-waited to 
be discovered.

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She Fell In Love 
With the Air Force 
Captain, but When 
He Decided to Be a 
Plumber His Status 
Changed

N ONE of those mysteries of post- 
war human relations, chubby little 

David G. Ebeling, one and a half 
years old, may grow up without the 
companionship of a daddy-~all be- 
cause his father, an air force captain 
with 50 bombing missions to his 
credit, came home from the South 
Pacific and started to carve out a 
career as a plumber. 

The war hero, 27-year-old Arthur 
G. Ebeling, has learned, he says, that 
his wealthy and socially prominent 
parents-in-law no longer consider him 
to be a fit husband for their young 
and pretty daughter. : 

When he, removed his captain’s 
bars and picked up his plumber’s 
pliers, he declares, he suddenly 
dropped too far in the social scale to 
suit his in-laws, Mr. and Mrs. Gerald 
F, Mehren, of Chicago. 

Apparently, he says, the captain 
could grace the drawing room, but 
the plumber belongs under the sink. 

That’s the background of two 
alienation of affections suits against 
the Mehrens recently filed in Chicago 
by young Ebeling. 

One suit asks $25,000 and charges 
that his wife’s parents “lured and en- 
ticed his wife, Virginia, and their son 
from their home in Chicago.” 

The second suit, also for $25,000, 
is on behalf of the baby. It seeks 
damages “because of the loss of the 
comfort, companionship and protec- 
tion of his father.” 

Ebeling makes it clear in both 
suits that he believes he would have 
remained welcome in the home and 
hearts of his in-laws had he not 
elected to “attempt to earn an honest 
living as a plumber.” 

His troubles started, the young 
pilot says, in August, 1944, when he 
returned from th@ Pacific theatre and 
announced that he was going to go 
into partnership with his father. 

At that point, his suits charge, 
his in-laws began a campaign of vili- 
fication and innuendo that finally led 
to his wife returning to the Highland 
Park home of her parents and taking 
their son with her. | 

Since then, he says, his in-laws 

will not let him visit his child and 
“on the rare occasions when I was 
permitted to see David I was. sur- 
rounded by the Mehren family and 
Sarcastic remarks were made about 
me.” 
In their campaign, says Ebeling, 
the Mehrens even resorted to thinly 
veiled charges that “the war had un- 
balanced me mentally. They told 
Virginia that I had a nervous break- 
down, had a wild and unnatural look 
in my eyes, was not normal any 
more, and did not act like myself,” 
the pilot charges. 

All of this, Ebeling explains, de- 
spite the fact “I had no psychiatric 
record either in the army or upon 
my release.” 

These charges by his in-laws so 
worried his wife, the ex-pilot says, 
that “she was forced into a state of 
frenzied mental distraction culminat- 
ing in a situation in which Virginia 
has been unable ‘to discriminate be- 
tween a sanctified durable and happy 
marriage and the...unreasonable de- 
Sires of her parents.” 

Furthermore, Ebeling’s suit 
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charges, the efforts of his wife's 
parents almost resulted in the couple 
remaining childless. His court com. 
plaint further reads: 

“The defendants usurped unto 
themselves certain intimate discre- 
tionary matters, universally confined 
to husband and wife; they protested 
any possible realization of the fulfil- 
ment of the purpose of marriage by 
inducing Virginia, by threats and de. 
ceit, not to sleep in the same room 
with her husband and not to have 
children.”’ 

When a child finally was born, the

Mehrens used the 
their vexatious 


suit adds, ‘The 
child as a pawn in 
game of separation.” 
In the hope of stilling his wife's 
family’s criticism that he did not 
have a proper home for his family, 
Ebeling says he bought a house, re. 
modeled and redecorated it. Even 
this did not please the Mehrens “who 
continued to attack me and in my 
son's presence accused me of being a 
phony and trash.” 


Why he should have suddenly be- 
come “a phony” and “trash” only a 
few days after the war when there 
had been no such criticism during the 
war, Ebeling says he simply cannot 
understand. 

He and Virginia were married in 
Greenville, S. C., on February 10, 
1943, while Ebeling was in service and 
on furlough. At that time, he says, 
there was no family objection. 

In fact, the young pilot adds, to 
all outward appearances the Mehren 
family thought that he and Virginia 
were ideally matched. 

Meanwhile, little David plays in 
his crib in the Mehrens’ Hi 
Park mansion, completely unaware 
that his arrival has caused such bit- 
terness and unhappiness. 

Perhaps if he could talk he could 
reconcile his young parents. 

Since he can’t, a Chicago judge is 
going to have to decide whether the 
transition from an air force captain's 
uniform, bedecked with ribbons and 
battle stars, to the unglamorous over- 
alls of a plumber has changed the 
wearer as much as he says his in-laws 
say it has.

The snails are 
one of. ironic 
Nature’s little 
jokes on human- 
ity. An African 
species, they 
were imported 
into the Caroline 
and Marianas 
islands by the 
Japs themselves. 
The purpose was 
to provide a 
cheap food sup- 
ply for thé@ir 
garrisons. Jap soldiers 
could be made to eat almost 
anything. 

Ever since the Nips got 
what was coming to them 
from the Yanks, the snails 
have been multiplying like 
mad. One snail produces a 
million descendants in a few 
days. 

There are so many on 
several of the islands that 
they cause a traffic hazard. 
Army cars have run over 
hordes of them on _ the 
roads, and many a danger- 
ous skid has resulted. 

With a fabulous appetite 
for crops, the snails spell 
hunger for the worried na- 
tives. Their favorite diet is 
bananas and sweet potatoes. 
But they don’t turn up their 
antennae at other culti- 
vated vegetation. 

Tribal chieftains pleaded 
with military authorities to 
put the famous American 
know-how to work.

In the never-ending 
battle for survival, the crea- 
ture that goes around with 
its own house on its back 
apparently knows better 
than to hobnob with any of 
the fellows who are dying 
of disease. 

The learned men are now 
looking for a natural enemy 
of the snails which will 
prey on them but will not 
prove an equal menace 10 
the islanders. 

As for the Sundra Straits 
grasshoppers, reputedly five 
inches long, they became 
squatters and soon grew so 
numerous that the human 
population fled. A Nether- 
land East Indies naval ex- 
ploration party recently dis- 
covered the insect Eden. 
They reported that the 
grasshoppers made such a 
racket that they, the Dutch, 
could hardly hear one an- 
other talk over the uproar.

EE never recovered consciousness. 


Died 
9:15 a.m. Adorable wife. She was good 
and devoted, never fair to herself.” 

Dr. Y pg tail George Clements, of Southport, 
Engiand, inscribed these words in his red leather 
and gold diary on the morning of Tuesday, May 
27, 1947. Before this notation he had written, 
“Sent for Dr. Brown, later Dr. Holmes. ‘Trans- 
ferred to Astley Bank nursing home.” 

They had taken Vee to the hospital in the 
middie of the night and Dr: Clements had re- 
mained by her side until the end. Now he was 
back home in the comfortable flat they had shared 
since their marriage seven years before. 

Dr. Clements felt fatigued, for he’d had no 
sleep. But he ‘realized that there would, be no 
possibility of relaxation at least before evening. 
There would be many matters to attend to 
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Before the Doctor's Wife Died

If the lamented Vee had been Dr. Clements’ 
first bereavement, he might, on this May morning, 
have found himself sorely bewildered and in need 
of assistance. But he would not be needing help. 
He knew what wouid have to be attended to. He 
had been through such sad occasions before. 
Born 1880, son of a Limerick, Ireland, school 
inspector, Dr. Clements had three brothers and 
one sister. A brilliant student, he received his 


M.D. in Belfast, and married Edyth Anna Mercier, 


10 years his senior, at the age of 28. His father- 
in-law, a rich miller, died a few weeks after the 
wedding, leaving the bride about $100,000. 


Young Clements develoned into a polished man- 
about-town, and easily managed to spend at least 
$120 a week more than he earned. Women wor- 
Shiped him; men considered him obnoxious. 

Edyth Clements died on June 24, 1920. Her 
husband certified the death as “encephalitis 
lethargica, 60 days; cardiac failure, 10 days.” She 
died intestate, leaving about $60. Clements ex- 
plained to a solicitor, “We had a joint account 
and it just melted away.” 


HE dapper widower soon left Ireland to start 

afresh in Manchester, England, after making 
an extended trip to the Far East with his sister, 
Mary. 

In 1923, he married Mary McCleary, 24, of 
Doagh, a village near Belfast. Mary, delicate 
daughter of a well-to-do farming family, had at- 
tended his first-aid classes during World War I, 
and he had visited her century-old, 16-room home- 
stead. A son, George, was born in 1925, and two 
years later Mary succumbed to tuberculosis, Dr, 
Clements again signing the death certificate. 

In 1928, he married Sarah Burke, 40-year-old 
buyer for Irish fashion houses. 

Six years later, in 1934, he took an appoint- 
ment as resident physician at the Kenworthy 
Hydro, Southport. Many wealthy women guests 
at this institution remained his private patients. 
He continued active socially while his wife—whom 
he called ““Kathleen’”—sat some and embroidered. 

The third Mrs. Clements died in 1939, her hus- 
band certifying death as due to “myocarditis and 
malignant pancreasitis.”’ 

(To Dr. Irene Gayus, Clements’ predecessor at 
the Hydro, the patient’s condition in no way 
resembled cancer of the pancreatic gland. Dr. 
Gayus had communicated her views to the authori- 
ties but their order to delay the cremation arrived 
20 minutes too late. Thus the matter had passed © 
into the realm of the academic.) 


In June, 1940, Dr. Clements married Amy 


November 2, 1947 


Victoria Barnett, 43, six months after the death of 
her father, from whom she inherited some $90,000. 
Dr. Clements, now 60, moved into the bride’s 
eight-room flat at The Promenade, Southport, and 
prepared to enjoy luxurious existence. 

But he discovered to his dismay that he had 
married a woman with a mania for saving, not 
only money but everything and anything—old 
newspapers, moth-eaten clothes, bottles, cardboard 
boxes, sticks of all lengths, scraps of moldy food. 


“This rubbish littered the inner rooms, to which* 


visitors never penetrated. 


A™Y VICTORIA banked every penny she drew 
in dividends and security appreciation until 
her fortune rose to about $200,000. She disapproved 
of the doctor spending good money on cigarets; 
called it “burning money.” She made him wear 
old clothes—including her late father’s bowler hat 
—until the one-time lady-killer in the frock coat 
and spats became a very seedy looking fellow 
indeed. 

To others they behaved like young lovers, 
holding hands, kissing, exchanging such fond 
salutations as “Darling Vee” and “Bertie dear.” 
Mrs. Clements praised his medical skill--he no 
longer held regular hours for patients; had prac- 
tically retired by this time—and dismissed the 
unfriendliness of other doctors as jealousy. 

All seemed serene until early in 1947. Then, 
according to Dr. Clements’ entries in his diary, 
Vee began to fail. She had attacks, it seemed, 
which happened in her sleep, and which she 
therefore could not remember. 

He had summoned Dr. John Holmes, whom he 
had Known since 1943, and later Dr. Andrew 
Brown, previously a comparative stranger. From 
things the husband confided, Dr. Holmes decided 
that Mrs. Clements might have a brain tumor, 
although she seemed in good health. Dr. Brown 
could find nothing the matter with her beyond a 
possible slight anemia. 

Dr. Brown had been surprised at being Called 
in, feeling that Dr. Clements: would have preferred 
someone better known to him. 


JUDISENG from the diary, Mrs. Clements never 
felt well very long. An entry telling of a doctor’s 
visit usually concluded, “Feeling much better.” 
But then Vee would slump and he would write, 
“Vee very depressed. Stayed in bed all day.” 

The diary record for May 26 began: 

“Sat out in the afternoon. Tea at home. Went 
for walk to P.O. 

“Yee commences to. lose voice, losing power 
in limbs. Got her home with difficulty and fear- 
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ful headache. 
conscious.” 

Dr. Brown got up out of bed at 11:15 that 
Monday night to answer a cal} at the Clements 
home. He fvund Mrs. Clements apparently dying. 
Her eye pupils had contracted to pin points and 
she had Cheyne-Stokes respiration—-i.e., a form of 
breathing marked by gradual increase in the 
rapidity “of the respiration followed by gradual 
decrease and total cessation for from 5 to 50 
seconds. 

“We'll have to get her to a hospital at once,” 
Dr. Brown declared. 

Dr. Clements said he would fetch his wife’s 
best friend, a widow named Amy Winifred 
Stevens. Not having a car of his own, he went 
for Mrs. Stevens in Dr. Brown's car. 


After washing up found her un- 


RESENTLY an ambulance removed Mrs. Clem- 

ents, and the others followed in Dr. Brown's 
car. Dr. Holmes joined them in the sickroom, 
where he remarked to Dr. Brown: 

“In view of the epileptic form of the attacks 
described by Dr. Clements, what about a dose of 
morphine?”’ 

But Dr. Brown ruled against-this, and passed 
the word to the matron, Mrs. Blodwen Baxendale, 
that under no circumstances was morphine to be 
administered. 

“What do you think it is?” Dr. Holmes asked. 

Dr. Brown shrugged. 

“Looks to me,” Dr. Holmes volunteered, “like 
a cerebral tumor.” 

And presently Amy Victoria Clements 
breathed her last. 

Dr. Holmes, who was to certify the cause of 
death, suggested a post-mortem. When. Dr. 
Clements demurred, Dr. Holmes said he would 
find it difficult to sign a certificate unless he 
could verify his diagnosis—-cerebral tumor. 

“Very well,” Dr. Clements replied. “Let us 
have Dr. Houston.” 

Dr. Holmes phoned Dr. James Montague 
Houston, brilliant, sensitive 39-year-old research 
specialist whose father and Clements’ father had 
been close associates in Ulster. Dr. Houston began 
his examination at 8:30 that evening. 

However, he could find no evidence whatever 
of a brain disorder, so Dr. Holmes asked him to 
carry the examination further. Dr. Houston 
therefore removed the vital organs and repaired 
to the laboratory at the Southport General! In- 
firmary, where he remained at work until] 2 a. m. 

Meanwhile, Dr. Clements interrupted his sor- 


-rowful duties to take two friends, Mr. and Mrs. 


Joseph Millward, to dinner at the Roundtree cafe. 

On Wednesday, May 28, Dr. Holmes phoned 
Dr. Houston the first thing in the morning. Dr. 
Houston said he had found evidence of anemia 
and that an associate had agreed with his opinion. 
Dr. Holmes accordingly certified the cause of 
death as myeloid leukemia, a form of anemia. 

That evening two police officers visited Dr. 
Houston and questioned him about the _ post- 
mortem... Among other things, they asked him if 
he had Known that Mrs. Clements’ eye pupils had 
contracted to the size of pin points. He replied: 
“IT had no such information.” 

After the officers left, Dr. Houston all: but 
wept as he told his wife that he had made “a 
terrible error in judgment.” 

Then Dr. Holmes called to: ask if the vital 
organs had been destroyed. Dr. Houston replied 
that, since the diagnosis had been established, 
the specimens had (as customary) been deposited 
in the hospital incinerator. 

“Poisoning is suspected,” Dr. Holmes told him. 

“Oh God!” Houston moaned. “This is a terrible 
thing! I have made a mistake! I never suspected 
poisoning!” 

Mrs. Louise Houston, the devoted wife, mother 
of two young children, tried to console him but 
he kept crying out in an agony of mind, “I have 
erred in my judgment! I have erred!” 


INALLY she prevailed upon him to go see the 
West Lancaster coroner, Cornelius Bolton. 
“Why are you making inquiries into the death 

of Mrs. Clements?” Dr. Houston asked. 

“I’m afraid all I can tell you, Doctor,” Bolton 
replied, “is that this is a matter which concerns 
me only. I have certain reports which must be 
investigated.” 

The following day, May 29, Dr. W. H. Grace, 
Home Office pathologist, launched an official 
post-mortem at the Duke st. mortuary. 

Meanwhile, Mr. and Mrs. Millward tried to 
put the Clements flat into some sort of order, 
with the help of the doctor’s 22-year-old son, 
George, who had come over from Belfast for the 
funeral on Friday morning. While Dr. Clements 
was away meeting his arriving brother, Ernest, 
they removed 11 sacks of rubbish from the rooms. 
This stuff included 100 empty or partially empty 
medicine bottles scattered about the bedroom. 

That evening they all had dinner at the Stella 
Maris hotel. 

“I’m going to need someone to look after the 
flat,” Dr. Clements told Millward. “For God's 
sake, get me somebody who can cook!” 

When they returned at 7:30, Mary Keefe, house- 
keeper of the apartment downstairs, called Dr. 
Clements to the door and told him he was to 
telephone Detective Sergeant Jim Thompson at 
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the Southport headquarters, 

“What does he want?” Dr, Clements demanded. 

“You know better than I do,” rejoined Mary 
Keefe. 

He went to the phone and in a few minutes 
reported to his guests that the police wanied hiin 
to “go up to the mortuary to identify Vee’s body.” 

A police car came for him, and delivered him 
back. He looked mildly ruffled. 

“There is going to be an inquest tomorrow at 
10 o'clock,” he said, “so I shall have to attend the 
coroner’s court. I’m sure it will take on!yv a few 
minutes, and then we will go on with the juneral.” 

The guests left a few minutes later. 

Before going to bed, Dr. Clements 
notation in his red and gold diary: 

“Police rang up and came and brought me to 
identify Vee at the morgue, What is it all about?” 

Dr. Brown, learning that the funeral would be 
postponed, telephoned Dr. Houston on Iriday, 
May 30. He said that he had suspected morphine 
poisoning, because of the pin point condition of 
the patient’s eyes. 

“I wish to God I had known about that,” Dr. 
Houston said, obviously still tormented. “I never 
suspected poisoning!” 

“It was a delicate situation,” Dr. Brown said. 

“But the vital organs have been cremated!” 

“IT know,” said Dr. Brown. “But let’s hope for 
the best. With the help of the latest discoveries 
in micro-chemistry, I have an idea the thing will 
work out very well.”

NDERTAKER Joseph Harold Dennison phoned 

Dr. Clements to sev that he would mee! him at 
the flat at 9:30 and accompany him to the inquest. 

“Don’t come at 9:30,” said the doctor. “Make 
it 9:45.” 

Dennison arrived at 9:40 and found ~Dr. 
Clements, clothed in his pajamas, lying uncon- 
scious on his bed. He had Cheyne-Stokes :espira- 
tion, and his eyes were mere pin points. 

Two articles on a bed table attracted Dennison’s 
attention before he shouted the news to the 
doctor's son. One was a hypodermic syringe. 
The other was a note, addressed to Ernest and 
George, which contained the statement: 

“T cannot stand this diabolical insult to me.” 

Hee died at the Southport infirmary at 10:15 
as mourners gathered at Christ Church on Lord 
st., unaware that there would be no servic:s there 
that day, and no burial in Birkdale Cemeiery.

On the morning of June 2, when police officers 
visited Southport infirmary, they found Dr. Hous- 
ton-—useful citizen, brilliant scientist, devoted hus- 
band and father——dead in a chair in the laboratory. 
Within sight of 10 colleagues he had sws'!lowed 
the contents of a glass containing 300 times the 
lethal dose of sodium cyanide. 

A note to Coroner Bolton, found in a pocket of 
his white laboratory coat, read: 

“IT have for some time been aware that I have 
been making too many errors of judgment and 
have not profited by experience. One just follows 
another.” 


O there were three deaths in that extraordinary 

week. On June 24 a triple inquest opened before 
the coroner and a jury of seven men and two 
women. After hearing the testimony, including 
expert accounts on how micro-chemistry h°d been 
applied in this investigation, the jury decided: 

1. That Dr. Clements had murdered Amy Vic- 
toria Clements with morphine. : 

2. That he had taken his own life with mor- 
phine. 

3. That Dr. Houston had committed suicide 
while of an unsound mind. 

It was considered. likely that Dr. Clements 
had slain all his wives, for one or more motives, 
and possibly his first father-in-law, who had been 
a faithful but steadily failing patient. It was 
believed, further, that Dr. Clements deliberately 
fabricated the reports of his wife’s ups and downs 
during the months before her death, knowing that 
the diary might serve him well as an alibi. 

After the jury had announced its verdicts, 
Coroner Bolton said: 

“T want to deal with the post-mortem on Mrs. 
Clements, performed by Dr. Houston and arranged 
by Dr. Holmes. I cannot imagine why this should 
have taken place without my authority. To say 
the least, it was very disturbing. 

“I am well aware that in certain cases private 
post-mortems are carried out and that no refer- 
ence is made to the coroner. But the law is quite 
clear with regard to deaths that ought to be 
reported. They are violent or unnatural deaths, 
due to accident or injury, drugs or poison—and, in 
addition, deaths the cause of which is unknown. 

“Dr. Holmes admitted he was not certain of 
the cause of death. Therefore the issue is clear. 
He had a duty as a medical attendant of Mrs. 
Clements, ‘a duty to the state, to report the matter 
either to myself or my officers. 

“He had no further responsibilities. 
time onwards it was my responsibility. 

“Tl feel that if this case had been reported to 
me, justice would have been better served.” 

Robert George Clements might have been 
spared for the gallows and James Montague 
Houston for humanity.

WHEN the bagpipes be- 
gan to. skirl “The 
Campbells Are Coming’”— 
the most famous of all Scot- 
tish Highlander tunes early 
in’ the 18th century, the 
coming of the Campbells 
had augured bloodshed and 
disaster for centuries. 

A dozen other clans 
clashed with the Campbells 
to their sorrow, but the 
MacDonalds were the favor- 
ite foes. 


The Campbell-MacDonald. 


enmity, which has been 
carried on for approxi- 
mately 1,000 years, is proba- 
bly the oldest feud extant. 
Even today many a Mac- 
Donald would rather not 
shake hands with a Camp- 
bell, and the hackles rise 
just as \instinctively along 
the Campbell spines at the 
sight of a MacDonald. 
Some of the background 
and considerable of the fore- 
ground of this ancient 
rivalry are outlined in a 
recent book* by Glenn HI. 
Campbell, an Iowa-born de- 
scendant of the clan. 
Glenn Campbell traces the 
family back to Dermaid 
O’Dwibhne, who led his 
wild highlanders§ against 
invading Norwegians about 
900 A.D. One of Dermaid’s 
great-grandsons went to 
Normandy,- married the 
heiress of Campus-bellus 
and gave the clan its name. 
In the southwest high- 
lands, where the Campbells 
gradually expanded their 
holdings by sudden raids 
and wise marriages, the

MacDonalds already had 
established themselves. 

They viewed the Camp- 
bells as interlopers and 
made that impression clear 
with glaive and claymore. 
There were constant skir- 
mishes, but the Campbells 
won no major victory until 
they threw in their lot with 
Robert Bruce, who captured 
the Castle of Dunstaffnage 
in 1308 and gave it to Sir 
Archibald Campbell. 

From then on the Camp- 
bells allied themselves with 
the Stewarts, who provided 
Scotland and England with 
a long succession of kings. 

The family picked up a 
good deal of Stewart blood 
by intermarriage, and 
helped along the path to the 
throne, since most histo- 
rians agree the Campbells 
were among the best politi- 
cal connivers in Scotland. 

When the leader of the 
Douglas faction took refuge 
with the MacDonalds in 
1459, James II asked fhe 
Campbells to handle the 
situation. They did. 

On one occasion;* when 
the MacDonalds refused to 
turn over lands that had 
been granted to the Camp- 
bells, contingents of the 
two families drew up for a 
pitched battle near Kil- 
maroneg. The two leaders 
withdrew to one side to dis- 
cuss the situation, leaving 
word to start no trouble un- 
less a signal was given,

Donald had cut a 40-mile 
swath through the Camp- 
bell territory, the Earl of 
Montrose rallied the tradi- 
tional Campbell enemies, 

They gathered quickly in 
1644—-and for a year the 
Campbells were hunted like 
wild dogs. Only the hardi- 
est and wiliest survived. 

A couple of years later a 
pro-Campbell force captured 
the castle atop Dunaverty 
Rock, and tossed 300 Mac- 
Donalds over the 95-foot 
cliff into the sea. 


GLENCOE is a name few 
MacDonalds have _for- 
gotten. In 1691 King Wil- 
liam proclaimed an amnesty 
for all who would take his 
oath of allegiance before 
the end of the next year. 
Maclan, head of the Mac- 
Donalds of Glencoe, was a 
few days late. A force of 
Campbells was ordered into 
the district to “keep peace.” 

For eleven days they 
waited. Then at 5 o’clock 
one morning, they attacked. 

Thirty MacDonald men, 
four women andé £ =“sevefral 
children were killed. Othérs 
perished in a flight through 
the mountains. Everything 
of value was taken and the

Author Campbell reprints 
an order which he says the 
leader of the contingent had 
received the night before, 
threatening retaliation by 
the King unless every Mac- 
Donald under 70 were put 
to the sword the next morn- 
ing. “The hearts of the 
Campbells softened,” he 
says, or the slaughter would 
have been much worse. 

In the United States today 
there are 94 Mac (or Mc) 
Donalds for every 100,000 
persons, but on the same 
basis there are 166 Camp- 
bells.

. General Directions 


Study all directions on 
the container of dry clean- 
ing fluid, but before start- 
ing in follow these’ prelim- 
inary steps; they will pay 
big dividends: | ' 

1—Remove plastic or 
jewel buttons and buckles, 
also leather, belts as they 
may give up dye or glue. 

2—Shoulder pads should 
also be removed. They lose 
their style if saturated too 
often, and require a longer 
period of time than the rest 
of the dress for the fluid to 
evaporate. In removing 
trimmings, leave .threads as 
“markers” to make replace- 
ment easy. 

3—-If you intend to 
lengthen the garment or 
make other alterations,open 
the necessary hem or seains 
so that the old lines will be 
removed in the cleaning. 

Use two basins each con- 
taining enough fluid to sat- 
urate the article. Dip and 
gently squeeze the garment, 
allowing the fluid to flush 
through the fabric. Rub 
extra soiled areas gently. 
Rinse thoroughly in the sec. 
ond basin of cleaning fluid, 
squeeze excess fluid from 
garment, then hang on a 
firm hanger in an airy 
place to dry. 

Never press or wear any 
garment until it is complete- 
ly dry. This will take any- 
where from 48 to 72 hours, 
depending on the’ weight of 
the fabric and atmospheric 
conditions at the time.
